n the past few issues of SKIN DIVER we 

have discussed the problem related to 
the credibility gap in the present C-card 
system. What the card implies the diver 
can do and what he/she can actually do 
in the water seem to be miles apart at 
times. Consider the problems: 

* Thousands of people are turning up 
at dive resorts in the Caribbean and Flori- 
da showing their C-cards, but unable to 
dive safely. 

* The reasons for this scuba incompe- 
tence include such causes as: poor train- 
ing; lack of ocean experience; no recent 
dive experience (well trained divers who 
haven’t been wet in two or three years); 
failure to update knowledge and/or 
equipment; or, just plain forgetfulness. 

* Dive resort operators and boat 
skippers are frustrated because they can- 
not distinguish the capable, experienced 
divers from those who need supervision 
and retraining. They suspect every new 
arrival and treat all as beginners. 

* Divemasters are freaking out be- 
cause they are forced to risk their lives 
for incompetent divers who should never 
have been allowed on the dive boat in the 
first place. Divemasters also start treating 
everyone as beginners and play it safe by 
taking boat loads of divers only to begin- 
ner dive sites. 

* Experienced divers are furious be- 
cause they are forced to dive mediocre 
beginner sites even though they are fully 
qualified to dive the best spots which may 
have currents or greater depths. They 
feel oversupervised, herded along the 
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reef, cheated out of good diving. They 
are being penalized for the incompetency 
of others. 

* Scuba instructors in the U.S. are 
equally upset with the present situation 
because they never intended the basic C- 
card to qualify a newly graduated student 
for ocean wall dives or other advanced 
diving conditions. The basic or even ba- 
sic Open water C-card is merely the be- 
ginning. Advance diver training, plus ex- 
perience, should be required. 

* Unfortunately, human nature is not al- 
ways wise or prudent. Freshly graduated 
divers, armed with a C-card and enough 
money for a plane ticket, are rushing 
headlong into the warm water resort 
areas, eager to sample the beauty and 
thrills which are legendary in all dive 
films, magazines and symposiums. How 
you gonna keep ‘em down on the farm 
once they've heard about those big beau- 
tiful drop-offs? 

What is the one common denominator 
in this long string of problems? The C- 
card of course. It plays a key role in much 
of the confusion, miscommunication and 
bitterness which exist today. 

When the C-card first gained universal 
acceptance 15 years ago, it was a tre- 
mendous tool. It was this sport’s method 
of imposing voluntary regulation and 
making basic scuba training virtually 
mandatory. It served our sport very well 
and probably saved thousands of lives. 

Since then, the sport has been gradu- 
ally changing. Dive/travel has become 
the single most important interest and ac- 
tivity in the sport. SKIN DIVER’s 1983 
Readers Survey indicates 82 percent of 
its readers now travel interstate on dive 
trips and that 42 percent travel overseas 
on dive vacations. 

Divers are definitely on the move, and 
because of this, there is a critical need to 
transmit and transport records of train- 
ing/experience along with the divers. Un- 
fortunately, the C-card does not carry suf- 
ficient data in its present form. 

Many instructors and instructional 
agencies have attempted to supplement 


the C-card with logbooks and training 
records of all kinds. While the concept is 
excellent, it is also a bit idealistic. The 
logbook approach has met only partial 
acceptance by the diving public. Perhaps 
it is because divers have a difficult time — 
stuffing logbooks into their wallets. There 
is a place for a diver’s logbook in this 
sport; it is a wonderful method for docu- 
menting each dive for later reference. 


- Yet, the logbook has not proven to be the 


solution to the current problem. 

What this sport needs is a new form of 
modernized C-card which meets the 
needs of today’s traveling diver and the 
resort dive operator at the other end. The 
resort operators and divemaster would 
prefer one which clearly lists pertinent 
data such as: 


* Date of initial training. 

* Date of last dive. 

* Total number of dives. 

* Diving environments experienced. 
* Level of training experience. 


Is it possible to fit all of this information 
onto that tiny C-card? Certainly and, 
probably a lot more. The technology of 
plasticized indentification cards has pro- 
gressed to a point where anything is pos- 
sible. Just look at the data and codes list- 
ed on the new telephone credit cards. 

This sport needs a C-card which can 
be updated at regular intervals so that the 
pertinent data is current and meaningful. 
With the advent of computers, it is possi- 
ble for training associations to maintain 
updated records on every scuba class 
graduate. A system could be developed 
for documenting dive experience as well 
as training and all of this data could be 
listed on a re-issued card. 

Reorganizing the C-card system is not 
a cure-all for the difficulties we are pres- 
ently experiencing at dive resorts, but it 
could cure perhaps 50 percent of the 
problems. It could be a step in the right 
direction. It won't be easy at first and 
there will be additional costs, but an up- 
dated C-card program is possible. In fact, 
it's not only possible—it’s needed. >t.

dope smugglers loss 
becomes divers gain

t's not hard to imagine the scenario. The night was 
moonless, black and mysterious with a cool breeze 
sweeping tn off the Gulf Stream. The men aboard the 70 
foot steel-hulled craft were nervously pacing the decks, 
their eyes constantly alternating between the horizon and 
their 24 karat gold watches. [he black-hulled speedboat 
was overdue to meet them and off-load their expensive 
cargo. Something was obviously wrong. They picked 
their rendezvous point, near Alligator Light off lslamora- 
da in the Florida Keys, very carefully. But the same fac- 
tors which made it easy to meet with the speedboat also 
exposed them to scrutiny by the Coast Guard and para- 
noia was rampant. It’s not like you can pull into the mari- 
na with a ship filled with $500,000 worth of marijuana, re- 
fuel, call your connection on the telephone, and sip pina 
coladas while your suitcase full of money is delivered. In 
this case the connection didn't materialize in time and 
rather than risk arrest by sitting conspicuously offshore, 
the plugs where pulled and the smugglers went ashore 
in their dinghy. 
This was bad luck for the smugglers, but good luck for 
divers visiting the Florida Keys. They may have lost mon- 
ey, but we gained an exciting new wreck sitting in 110 
feet of water only five miles off the southern end of Isla- 
morada. The steel hull is heavily sponge and coral en- 
crusted, for the wreck has been down at least six years. 
ohe sits upright and is constantly surrounded by schools 
of baitfish. Of course this brings in the predators, from 
the schools of jack and the resident 300 pound jewfish, 
to the more unusual residents such as the sawfish and 
occasional shark. The Loran and radar went down with 
her, as did over 100 bales of marijuana. Just as the elec- 
tronics are beyond salvage, the pot is nothing but worth- 
less seaweed. But it all adds to the surrealism inherent 
in any wreck dive. 
The evolution of this wreck, we call her the Cannabis 
Cruiser, from a dope runner's illicit nightmare to a diver's 
dream is an interesting story in itself. A sportfishing cap- 
tain from Islamorada, ever vigilant for new locations to 
assure his customers of an easy catch, picked up a 
spiked reading on his fathometer in the midst of a sandy 
bottom. Generally this means wreck and where there is 
a good wreck there is usually good fishing. So, he took 
his binoculars and fixed a position from shore ranges. 
This was a wreck he alone knew about (of course the 
smugglers knew but they weren't talking) and he kept it 
for himself. He fished it when the other boats weren t out 
and while his first dive on the wreck told the story of why 
she sank, he was more interested in good fishing than 
bad pot.

but | didn't realize there were so many. 
Letters have been pouring in from all over 
the United States, Canada and three for- 
eign countries. |'ll try to answer all of 
them, either in this column or individually, 
but please be patient. 

There is exciting news from Stuart 
Brooks, Winter Park, Florida, who repre- 
sents the underwater salvage company, 
Spectrum Ocean Services. Stuart and his 
colleagues have located the Republic 
(discussed in Wreck Facts, Nov. ’82) and 
have begun salvage efforts on her. The 
15,000 ton White Star ocean liner sank in 
1909 off Nantucket, Massachusetts, and 
was purported to have a payroll of $3 mil- 
lion in American $10 gold pieces locked 
in her vaults. 

Stuart writes: ““Our company has re- 
ceived permission to salvage the Repub- 
lic from J.A. Sinnott, chairman of Marine 
Archaeological Resources, Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. Research on 
the vessel required a considerable 
amount of time, effort and capital be- 
cause the White Star Line was amalgam- 
ated with the Cunard Line in 1934. In or- 
der to research Cunard’s records we had 
to fly to the University of Liverpool in Eng- 
land, where Michael Cook—head of ar- 
chives—helped us enormously. 

‘Our research also took us to Belfast, 
lreland where the vessel was built in 
1903 for the Dominion Line. She was 
christened the Columbus and later be- 
came the Republic when White Star took 
over the Dominion Line. We gathered ad- 
ditional information from the National Ar- 
chives, the Library of Congress and the 
United States Coast Guard.”’ 

Stuart Brooks and Spectrum Ocean 
Services have set an excellent example 
for shipwreck divers through their diligent 
inquiry and systematic investigation. This 
kind of thorough fact finding and scrutiny 
of records is the only way to pursue ‘‘the 
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big one.’ | will Keep readers posted on 
their progress. 

Rodney Santini of Evansville, Indiana, 
is a historian of World War II, with special 
interest in German U-boats. He wants to 
know how many U-boats are sunk off the 
Atlantic Coast and Gulf of Mexico, and 
the address of the German archives. He 
would also like to Know about the U-boat 
that is purported to be drifting between 
Mobile Bay and Tampa Bay. 

The following U-boats are sunk off the 
East and Gulf Coasts: U-857, 215, 853, 
550, 576, 352, 2513, 166 and 85. Here 
is a book, Rodney, that will help you in 
your research: 60 Johre Deutsche U- 
Boote— 1906 to 1966 (60 Years of Ger- 
man U-boats) by Bodo Herzog, published 
by J.F. Sehmanns Verlag, Munich, West 
Germany, 1968. Some of the best Ger- 
man archives are kept in the German 
Maritime Museum: Deutsches Schittahrts 
Museum, D-2850 Bremer Haven, West 
Germany. As for that drifting sub, Rod- 
ney, |'m afraid it is entering the legendary 
realm of the Lock Ness Monster and the 
Serpent of the Chesapeake Bay. It is sup- 
posed to be discharging a trail of mercury 
while drifting in the gulf. Like UFO's, there 
have been sightings, but no concrete evi- 
dence of the sub has surfaced. 

John Wajdula of Ludlow, Massachu- 
setts, would like to find some books that 
would help him research wrecks off the 
New England coast. A recent book, John, 
is: In Search of Shipwrecks, by Jim Jen- 
ney, A.S. Barnes Company, 1980. This 
lists wrecks off New England and New 
York and tells readers how to research, 
find and identify a sunken ship. Jenney 
was writing two more books: Shipwrecks 
of New England: Their Lure and Lore, 
and Diver's Guide to Rhode Island. You 
might write to him and see if these books 
are out yet. His address is: P.O. Box 144, 
Saunderstown, Rhode Island 02874. If 
you have time, visit the Peabody Muse- 





um, Salem, Massachusetts and Mystic 
Seaport, Mystic, Connecticut. Both have 
outstanding archives of marine disasters. 

Another New England wreck book is: 
Ten Years at Ten Fathoms, by B.W. Lu- 
ther. Perhaps you have heard of Edward 
Rowe Snow, a famous New England au- 
thor who died two years ago. He wrote 
Storms and Shipwrecks of New England 
and Flying Santa. The latter, a book for 
lighthouse buffs, tells about Snow's ex- 
ploits in the early days, flying over light- 
houses and dropping Christmas pack- 
ages to the lighthouse keepers. 

Bob Hitchman of Highland, CA, writes: 
‘I’ve seen books about shipwrecks on 
the Great Lakes and off the coasts of 
New Jersey, New York and North Caroli- 
na, but where are the books on wrecks 
off the California coast?”’

about six people at a time, but with expe- 
rienced divers, may take 12 or more. Bot- 
tom time is restricted to 20 minutes with 
the maximum depth at 110 feet. I’ve been 
on the wreck six times now and it is a 
very straightforward dive. Buddy drops 
the anchor next to the. wreck, we de- 
scend the anchor line and proceed di- 
rectly to the wreck. Twenty minutes is 
ample time to thoroughly explore it. 

The holds are still filled with the mari- 
juana bales and because of the possible 
legal problems of bringing divers to the 
boat, Buddy was quick to consult the 
Coast Guard. They dove the wreck with 
Buddy and were convinced the ruined 
pot couldn't hurt anyone. Besides, the 
divers were always running their fingers 
through the bales, tossing the pot to the 
currents. In effect, offloading the marijua- 
na as efficiently as the Coast Guard could 
with less manpower expenditure. Since 
no pot or souvenirs of any kind are 
allowed back on the dive boat, the legal 
position is one of indifference. Before too 
long, the pot will be all gone but the 
wreck will still be fascinating. 

Besides the marvelous wide angle 
photos possible owing to the graphic 
shapes and colorful encrustation 
throughout the wreck, there are excellent 
opportunities for fish and macro photo- 
graphs on any dive. The jewfish is be- 
coming acclimated to divers and should 
be trained to perform for the camera 
soon. There are a pair of resident gray 
angels, Cuban hogfish, glass minnows, 
and massive numbers of miscellaneous 
baitfish. Several species of grouper are 
regularly spotted, as well as snapper and 
jack. For the macro enthusiast this wreck 
is really fantastic. There are spiny 
oysters, anemones, multi-colored 
sponges, scallops, tube worms, hydroids 
and exquisite soft corals. 

Following the dive on the wreck, Buddy 
generally takes his groups to a beautiful 
shallow reef such as the Gully near the 
Alligator Light. The coral reef is a lovely 
counterpoint to the drama of the wreck, 
and the cumulative effect is an excellent 
day of diving—certainly something to 
consider as part of a dive vacation in the 
Florida Keys. For further information or

SEAWEEDUS 
ZIPPERATUS

oe divers have always been 
pestered by the kelp fly (scientific 
name: Seaweedus zipperatus). These 
pesky critters land on you and mosey 
around with blatant indifference. There's 
nothing like a kelp fly wandering up your 
nostril to jar you from a peaceful snooze 
on the afterdeck. And, once a kelp fly has 
taken a liking to you, he'll pester you to 
death. Your only recourse is to kill the lit- 
tle.... You swat and miss. Kelp flies are 
fast and attuned to a life of survival. 

But, there's hope in education and en- 
lightenment. The kelp fly can be con- 
quered. Informal studies have demon- 
strated that, by and large, divers are 
more intelligent than the kelp fly. |’m sure 
I'm more intelligent than the average kelp 
fly, and many other divers would prob- 
ably rank way up there, too. So, all it 
takes is brains and a little understanding 
of the problem. 

| never really thought too much about 
the kelp fly until my friend, Al Hanson, 
clued me in on their specialties. Hanson 
is well suited to discourse on the kelp fly. 
He’s been a diver and seaman for 50 
years or so. He began as an abalone div- 
er out of Morro Bay in the days when ter- 


ritorial disputes among rival dive groups 
were arbitrated by Mr. Winchester. Al al- 
so has the distinction of having spent 
more time underwater than anyone else; 
an accumulated diving time of several 
years. If it has anything to do with the sea, 
Al has been exposed to it. 

Anyway, Al told me about the time he 
and his brother, Harold, were taking a 
galley break while anchored near a kelp 
bed. You guessed it; a pesky kelp fly took 
an acute interest in Al’s salami sandwich 
and Harold’s left nostril. This winged var- 
mint didn’t Know whether he wanted to 
eat salami or explore nostrils. Kelp flies 
are fast but not too bright. 

Now, here’s the part that’s really inter- 
esting. Al. explained that if you want to 
swat a kelp fly when he lands on you, all 
you have to do is blow on him. The fly 
thinks he’s caught in a hurricane and 
hangs on for dear life. Then you swat. 
The fly simply isn't smart enough to hang 
on and let go at the same time. His limited 
intellect is overwhelmed by the complex- 
ity of the issues. Extensive studies, (gov- 
ernment funded) have shown conclusive- 
ly that a kelp fly does not even have the 
Capacity to chew gum and rollerskate at 
the same time. That’s the secret; know 
your adversary. 

Normally, a brilliant disclosure like this 
would end a story, but Al Hanson told me 
even more. Al easily outsmarted the fly 
that was bugging him and his brother. 
Blow and swat! The flattened fly fell to the 


table top in a heap. Outgassing divers 
seem to have a chronic shortage of enter- 
tainment so Al and Harold sat there and 
observed the beat-up bug. It did not know 
it was dead. First, there was a faint twitch 
of a leg. Then, a barely discernible rustle 
of a crumpled wing. Very slowly the pros- 
trate kelp fly checked each appendage 
with damage control. Then, one leg 
straightened out and flexed a few times. 
Then that leg reached back and ironed 
the kinks out of another leg. 

With two legs in reasonably good 
working order the fallen fly doubled his 
efforts. He reached around and worked 
the kinks out of his other limbs. In a cou- 
ple minutes he was standing; wobbly but 
standing. He took a few cautious steps to 
test his coordination. So far, so good. 
Then, with the ease of a contortionist, he 
reached up and stroked his crumpled 
wings back into air-worthy symmetry. He 
buzzed for a second or two in pre-flight 
warm-up and took off. 

Did this resurrected bug have the 
sense to head for the exit? No, he wanted 
to get one last look at Harold’s nostril. He 
was lucky. That last swat hurt Harold 
much more than it hurt the nosy fly. Pro- 
pelled across the galley by Harold’s at- 
tempt at over-kill, the foolish fly finally got 
smart and took off in the direction of 
another ab boat anchored about a mile 
away. He was only hitting on three cylin- 
ders and it is not known for sure if he 
made it. >a

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ere treasure underwater is prob- 
ably a dream most divers share, but 
the dream goes mostly unrealized. How- 
ever, If you don’t insist upon setting your 
sights on Spanish galleons, you can find 
‘treasure’ in almost any lake, ocean or 
quarry—in the form of lost dive and boat 
equipment or perhaps portholes and arti- 
facts from shipwrecks. If you can become 
adept at recovering these objects, you 
may not become rich, but you might add 
a little to your disposable income. 

For the purposes of this article, we will 
define light salvage as referring to items 
of less than 200 pounds in weight. Lifting 
almost anything that weighs more than 10 
pounds underwater will usually require a 
lift bag; the techniques and equipment 
discussed here will certainly apply. 


Light Salvage 


BY BONNIE J. CARDONE 


Divers and boaters are always losing 
equipment. Few divers think to mark such 
things as knives, weightbelts and lights 
so that if found they could be returned. 
Non-diving boaters lose all sorts of things 
overboard—the diversity of these items is 
astonishing. The most valuable things 
they consistently lose are anchors. Be- 
cause these are not damaged by being 
underwater they are also great items to 
salvage and easy to retrieve with the right 
equipment. And, there is also quite a 
market for them. 


EQUIPMENT 
The two most valuable items a diver in- 
tent upon light salvage should own are a 
marker buoy and a lift bag. 
A marker buoy can be one you make 


yourself from inexpensive materials: All 
that is needed is something that floats at- 
tached with a certain length of line to 
something that sinks and will stay in 
place on the bottom (or can be tied to the 
salvage item). The illustrations that 
accompany this article will give you some 
ideas. Marker buoys are also sold by Pel- 
ican Products, Aqua-Craft, Dacor, Cressi- 
sub and J.W. Automarine. 

You can make your own lift bag, but in 
Our opinion the commercially available 
ones are better, mostly because they are 
very sturdy and have overpressure relief 
and/or dump valves. If you’re really seri- 
ous about salvaging you'll need lift bags 
in several different sizes. Many dive 
equipment companies (Aqua-Craft, Da- 
cor, Global Mfg., Seatec) sell small lift 
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bags. Larger bags are sold by American 
Radhial, Carter Bag, J.W. Automarine, Al- 
lez-Oop and Subsalve U.S.A. In a pinch, 
however, a game bag with a large plastic 
trash bag inside; an old inner tube with 
one side cut off; or any semi-waterproof 
bag that will hold air underwater will do. 

Before you go out looking for some- 
thing to salvage make sure you also 
know how to construct at least two kinds 
of knots. If you cannot tie even a simple 
knot that will hold, your chances of sal- 
vaging success are dim. So, get out your 
old Boy Scout manual, borrow a book 
from the library, or ask a fisherman, boat 
deckhand or skipper to teach you a cou- 
ple of knots. They’re fairly easy to learn 
and once you can tie a few you'll wonder 
how you ever managed to get through life 
without them. 


ACTUAL SALVAGE 

Once you're equipped, how do you go 
about finding something to salvage? The 
old adage about being in the right place 
at the right time applies here—luck plays 
an important role. Most divers simply 
stumble upon the items they end up sal- 
vaging. It helps to dive in areas fre- 
quented by other divers, fishermen and 
boaters. Areas used by certification clas- 
ses are good prospects. (If you are a new 
diver, be sure to mark your equipment so 
you don't contribute to another diver’s 
gear bag!) Moorings are good areas to 
search as well. 

Let’s follow the actual salvage of an 
item so you can see how it’s done: In this 
case the salvor is my friend Ed and the 
item is the seventh anchor he’s found and 
retrieved in the last six months. The an- 
chor weighs about 100 pounds and has 
another 60 pounds of chain attached to 
it. Ed finds it in 90 feet of water. Since it’s 
too big to bring to the surface with the 
small lift bag he always carries, Ed ties 
his marker buoy to the anchor, then re- 
turns to the boat and brings back his 
heavy duty lift bag. First, he makes as 
compact a package as possible out of 
the anchor and its chain, then he attaches 
the line from the anchor to the lift bag with 
a bowline knot. (Most anchors are conve- 
niently lost with some line attached to the 
chain. It doesn’t hurt, however, to carry 
three to four feet of sturdy nylon line, just 
in case there is none.) Ed knows he has 
plenty of air, so he inserts his octopus 
regulator into the base of the bag and 
pushes the purge button to let short 
bursts of air into the bag. He stops when 
the bag begins to rise off the bottom. Re- 
member, air expands as it rises and you 
don't want the bag to rocket to the sur- 
face uncontrolled. If it does, it is very like- 
ly to tip over, spilling the air out and send- 
ing the salvage item back to the bottom. 
The bag should lift slowly off the bottom 
and just as slowly rise to the surface. Use 
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the dump valve to control the bag’s as- 
cent. Remember to stay out from under 
the item and make sure that neither you 
nor your equipment gets tangled on it. 

Once you have the bag on the surface, 
half of your work is done. Now you only 
need to get the item back to the boat. If 
you are in California waters and there’s 
lots of kelp, it may be easier for the boat 
to come to you. Otherwise, swim slowly 
back to the boat pushing or towing the lift 
bag. You will usually be just below the 
surface, so allow enough air for this pur- 
pose. Make sure someone (or several 
Someones) is available to help you 
bring your salvage object aboard. 


an overpressure relief and a dump valve 
to vent air. 


SELLING SALVAGED ITEMS 

What do you do with it once you’ve sal- 
vage it? Dive gear can be sold through 
dive club newsletters and newspaper 
ads. If you keep finding anchors, like Ed, 
you can leave them on consignment at 
used marine goods yards. You share the 
proceeds with the yard when the anchor 
is sold. Anchors in particular are in great 
demand—sell them to your non-diving 
boating friends who are always losing 
them! Also, you can always sell your met- 
al items for scrap metal. Since | am the 





When you find something to salvage you need to mark it so you can return with the 
proper equipment. Buy or make your own marker buoy and carry it on every dive. 


WHAT NOT TO DO 


Although it may be very tempting, do 
not use your BC as a lifting device while 
you are wearing it. Should the salvage 
item fall from your grasp, you could go 
rocketing dangerously fast toward the 
surface. | wear a small horsecollar BC 
which is designed to lift me and not much 
else. In fact, it will not lift me and all my 
gear along with any object that weighs 
more than ten pounds. Thus, | am not 
tempted to lift much other than a fairly full 
game bag. Unless you wear a very large 
capacity BC, you will soon discover that 
this is not much of a temptation for you, 
either. BC’s that are not being worn can 
be and often are used as lift bags. You 
can inflate them orally. They should have 





owner of several items of dive gear that 
are presumed lost in a watery grave, | 
would urge you to try to return anything 
bearing identification.

BOAT 

LADDER 

BY CLIFF JOHNSON 


Fy try to get up on a swim platform 
min rough water with all your equip- 
ment on after a tiring dive? Ever have a 
buddy use one of your boat's trim tabs as 
a ladder rung? Ever stand on a swim plat- 
form, remove your weightbelt and watch 
helplessly as it slides off and disappears 
into the depths? If your boat is any type 
other than an inflatable, it probably needs 
a ladder. 
Here is a really simple-to-build ladder 
that makes climbing into any mid-size 
_ boat a snap. It’s strong, light, won't dam- 
age your boat, and will last practically for- 
ever. ABS plastic is well known to 
plumbers, and has replaced cast iron 
pipe in building construction. You must 
use ABS and not PVC because ABS will 
withstand temperature change to a great- 
er degree. _ | 

_ The ladder for my 21 foot boat is about 
six feet tall, 15 inches wide, floats, cost 
_me $33 and took about one-half hour to 
build. The ABS pipe is schedule 40 
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two Inch size (inside diameter, which is 2 
“4 inch outside diameter) to make it even

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pipe (they didn’t charge for this service) 
and this decreased construction time 
considerably. Do not use a hacksaw if 
you do the cutting yourself or you will 
have difficulty making the ends square 
and end up with different lengths of pipe. 
Connections are made by applying ABS 
cement to both ends to be joined with a 
brush, and twisting the pieces together. 

Construction: Put down newspaper on 
any flat surface and go to work. You have 
about 30 seconds once contact is made 
before the joint is permanently stuck. 
Once the joint is made, you cannot undo 
it, so it is important to follow a definite 
plan of assembly. 

Start with the rungs and join the T’s on 
each end, then join the two sides (verti- 
cal), then add another rung with 1's in 
place and continue. ff the fittings lie on a 
flat surface, the joints align perfectly par- 
allel with no problems. Do not do an en- 
tire side of the ladder and then the other, 
or you will have to ‘‘goop up’ Six or sev- 
en joints at once and join them in 30 sec- 
onds. | had all the rungs and sides cut to 
eight inches, which makes the openings 
between rungs 12 inches high and 10 % 
inches wide—large enough for any fin.

TREASURE SHIP LOCATED 

The S.S. Republic, a 570 foot, 15,000 
ton passenger liner, lost in a collision in 
January, 1909, has been located off Mas- 
sachusetts. The wreck was found by us- 
ing a sidescan sonar system, after only a 
two day search. 

The Republic was a White Star Liner 
carrying approximately 400 passengers 
for a three month cruise in the Mediterra- 
nean, along with naval supplies con- 
signed to the Great White Battleship Fleet 
at Gibraltar. 

The collision, on the morning of Janu- 
ary 23, 1909, with the steamship Florida 
resulted in the first use of the Marconi 
Telegraph for a distress signal at sea. Al- 
though most of the passengers were 
saved by the use of the wireless, the 
treasure was not so lucky. 

The Republic is Known to have had 
$285,000 in jewels and personal valu- 
ables (today’s value at $3-5 million) on 
board at the time of sinking and, in addi- 
tion, it is rumored to have had $3 million 
in American gold pieces at a time when 
gold had a value of $20 per ounce. This 
would place the current gold value at 
about $70,000,000 with the coin value to 
possibly one-half billion dollars. 

The wreck lies in 235 feet of water. A 
salvage claim has been filed and duly re- 
corded and it is expected that the actual 
salvage will begin in August, lasting from 
four to Six WeekS. x8

Puts Diver On 
Elevated Platform 


BY JIM WALKER 


he Octopus dive float cover, when 
combined with an 8.25 x 20 inch 
truck inner tube, makes a float with a dif- 
ference—this one’s designed to sit in! 
Thus, you not only have a float to hold 
your dive flag, provide a rest Support and 
hold gear/game, but you have a portable 
platform for an instructor/divemaster as 
well. It allows the user to control surface 
traffic at the dive site from an elevated, 
easy to see (and see from) position. 
Inflated, the Octopus measures three 
and one-half feet across, and the tube di- 
ameter is about ten inches in front and 11 
in back. The larger diameter in the back 
provides more flotation where most of the 
user's weight is. 





The cover is constructed of tough, at- 
tractive, red and gold 400 denier nylon 
fabric. The material is waterproof, al- 
though it need not be. Seams are sewn 
with sturdy, waterproof thread, double or 
triple stitched at stress points. All zippers 
are non-corroding plastic. 

The feature which makes the Octopus 
different is the suspension seat. It is fash- 
ioned from a triple layer of the same ny- 
lon material as the cover, cut in what can 
only be described as the shape of the 
back half of a pair of swim trunks. Adjust- 
able nylon web straps crisscross the seat 
for support and radiate out, attaching to 
five snap-in Delrin buckles which are in 
turn attached to the float cover by nylon 





webbing. The user’s legs easily slip be- 
tween these straps, allowing him/her to 
propel the float (with surprising ease) in 
any direction, when wearing dive fins. 
Unsnapping one or two of the seat 
buckles allows the user to drop through 
the bottom of the float quickly when nec- 
essary. Similarly, the float can also be en- 
tered from the bottom when in the water. 
The base of the seat has a large D-ring, 
to which an anchor line can be attached. 
Sewn to the top of the Octopus cover 
are three zippered pockets. Two of these 
(6 x 5 x 15 inches) serve as storage com- 
partments. Optional liners ($22 each) are 
available. These are made of nylon two

The disadvantages of an aluminum cyl- 
inder when compared to one of steel are 
mainly a slight increase in size of the cyl- 
inder and in internal pressure to get the 
same volume of air available; less resist- 
ance to shock damage (scratches, dents, 
etc.); and much less resistance to the ef- 
fects of high temperatures. Also, corro- 
sion occurs in the area of neck threads 
unless these are coated.

ALUMINUM CYLINDERS AND

It has been determined that aluminum 
cylinders exposed to fire or other sources 
of heat in excess of 350° F (177° C) 
should be condemned and destroyed. 
There is no way to recondition such 
overheated cylinders. Divers must realize 
that 350° F is not a particularly high tem- 
perature.

VALVE THREAD CORROSION 

One area of concern for the diver using 
aluminum dive tanks is the threads into 
which the valve is fitted. In early years of 
use, threads in aluminum cylinders were 
destroyed when the valve was removed 
(with difficulty). In recent years tests of 
the corrosion byproducts in the neck 
threads contained a high percentage of 
zinc, which indicates a type of corrosion 
called dezincification. This is the result, to 
a considerable extent, of two dissimilar 
metals (the aluminum cylinder neck and 
threads and the brass valve unit) being in 
contact with dampness and establishing 
a corrosion cell. It was found that a gen- 
erous application of lubricant such as 
Dow Corning Ill greatly reduced the gall- 
ing and thread destruction resulting from 
this process. It was also found in the 
same tests that the brass extender tube 
on the internal end of the valve promotes 
corrosion. lf this tube is covered tightly or 
replaced with a tightly fitting plastic 
sleeve or tube, corrosion is reduced.

hand, internal epoxy coatings develop 
failures that not only permit corrosion but 
increase localized pitting. The concensus 
of those who have studied tank failure is 
that a steel cylinder is better off with no 
internal coating at all. 


OLDER STEEL TANKS 

A Technifacts reader stated, ‘‘! have an 
older steel tank and | would like to refin- 
ish the external surface. Can you tell me 
where | can purchase suitable primers 
and paints for this?’ All authorities on 
dive tanks agree; external galvanization 
is preferred to external coating with epox- 
ies, paints or vinyls. 


OXYGEN AND CORROSION 

Can the percentage of oxygen in the air 
in a tank be reduced by corrosion? Yes. 
However, exact data on percentages of 
oxygen remaining in various stages of 
corrosion are hard to come by. In one ex- 
treme case, air from one particularly cor- 
roded cylinder was analyzed and found 
to contain only three percent oxygen. 

Basically, corrosion processes depend 
on the presence of moisture and oxygen. 
The more of each, the faster the corro- 
sion. In the corrosion process oxygen in 
the tank is used up. In extremes, seldom 
encountered in scuba tanks, all of the ox- 
ygen in the cylinder could be used up. It 
seems advisable to store cylinders, either 
steel or aluminum, with a minimum 
amount of air pressure, probably no more 
than 100 psi is adequate. If a full tank is 
stored for a long time (several months) it 
also seems advisable to slowly empty the 
tank, have a VIP and, if the cylinder is OK, 
fill it again. 


HYDRO TESTING 

The U.S. government agency having 
jurisdiction over cylinder safety specifies 
that all cylinders, diving and others, must 
be hydrostatically tested once every five 
years. There are many indications that 
scuba tanks should be tested more often 
than this. Most authorities feel an annual 
visual internal inspection (VIP) and a hy- 
dro test every three years would be safer. 
In 1980, New Zealand passed regula- 
tions that make it mandatory for scuba 
cylinders to be hydro tested every three 
years. Technifacts would appreciate 
hearing from readers from around the 
world on test, inspection and tank failure 
Statistics.

DIVERS

Last month we provided some guide- 
lines on multilevel dives—those where 
you Start with a deep, short dive, then 
come to a shallower depth to finish. 

Further computer testing of sport div- 
ing profiles at the University of Pennsylva- 
nia indicates that there is an increased 
risk of bends in some of the two-level 
dive combinations. Remember, these 
combinations have not been tested in ac- 
tual diving and use of the technique with 
some profiles will be unsafe. Some. two 
dive profiles have undoubtedly been test- 
ed by divemasters and successful experi- 
ence with a given dive combination sug- 
gests that these will be safe. 

The safest way to do a two-level dive 
is to keep the shallow portion of your dive 
at 30-40 feet. Deeper depths may in- 
crease your risk of bends. 


This month Dr. Kenneth Kizer of Nova- 
to, California, has contributed the section 
on diving with diabetes. Dr. Kizer is a for- 
mer Navy Diving Medical Officer and cur- 
rently practices environmental and hyper- 
baric medicine. 

Presently, there is some disagreement 
about diabetes and diving. Many of those 
trained in dive medicine feel that diabet- 
ics who take insulin should not dive be- 
cause of the risk of hypoglycemia and a 
possible serious or fatal accident.

tional impairment owing to their hormonal 
disturbance of sugar metabolism. Not 
surprisingly, a number of diabetics are in- 
terested in scuba diving. However, be- 
Cause of concern about the safety of div- 
ing for diabetics some dive organizations 
and medical authorities have espoused 
the view that a// diabetics.should be pro- 
hibited from diving. | feel this is overly re- 
Sstrictive and unrealistic. 

It is true that diabetics are at risk of de- 
veloping hypoglycemic (low blood sugar) 
reactions, especially during vigorous ex- 
ercise. Such reactions could result in se-- 
rious injury or even death if they occurred 
while diving. Similarly, diabetics may 
presently have, or at some time develop, 
physiological problems which might im- 
pair their ability to respond to underwater 
emergency situations or which might pre- 
dispose them to decompression sickness 
or other dive related problems. However, 
not a// diabetics have such problems. I|n- 
deed, the experience of quite a number 
of long time diabetic divers suggests that 
at least in some cases they have no more 
problems than anyone else. Clearly, 
though, this is not to say that diving is 
okay for all diabetics. Instead, it is my 
feeling that advice to diabetics who wish. 
to scuba dive should be individualized 
and that only diabetics who meet several 
rather stringent requirements are suitable 
sport diving candidates. 

So, what are these conditions? 

First, prospective diabetic divers must 
be mature and responsible individuals 
who can foresee and reasonably under- 
stand the potential consequences and 
ramifications of their actions—both for 
themselves and their dive buddies. Simi- 
larly, they must be able to realistically as- 
sess their physical capabilities and adjust 
their activities accordingly. 

Second, they must have a sound un- 
derstanding of diabetes in general and 
how it affects them individually. Each dia- 
betic has unique physiological and psy- 
: ee chological characteristics. Although gen-

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dive should be physically fit individuals 
who have no problems performing hard 
physical exertion on land. It would be 
foolish to think that a diabetic could safely 
undertake something underwater (i.e., 
exercise vigorously) that could not be 
done on land. Thus, before considering a 
diabetic’s ability to dive it Must be first es- 
tablished that he/she can perform terres- 
trial physical activities having a work load 
comparable to diving. 

Fourth, diabetic divers should have no 
other impairments or disabilities which 
might predispose them to, or be con- 
fused with, a diving related problem. This 
includes any of the neurologic or cardio- 
vascular complications. of longstanding 
diabetes. Similarly, they should have no 
other problems which would limit their 
abilities to respond to an emergency situ- 
ation underwater. 

Fifth, diabetics who dive should under- 
stand that the standard decompression 
tables may not be as safe for them as for 
non-diabetics. Consequently, their diving 
should be more conservative and they 
should avoid exceptionally arduous or 
other unusually demanding dives. 

And lastly, diabetics should only dive 
with buddies who are aware of their con- 
dition. These persons must know how to 
recognize and take care of a hypoglyce- 
mic reaction and other similar problems 
which might develop during the course of 
a dive. Obviously, then, diabetic divers 
must tell their dive buddies that they are 
diabetic before taking the plunge. This is 
something which some diabetic divers 
are very fearful of doing. 

The opinions expressed here seem 
reasonable to me after dealing with a 
number of diabetic divers and making 
over 200 dives with diabetic divers during 
the past ten years. Some physicians, 
however, will strongly disagree with 
these statements. This difference in opin- 
ion should be recognized. But, it should 
also be recognized that objections to dia- 
betics diving are based primarily on theo- 
retical reasoning. It is very hard to find 
any documented instances of a diving re- 
lated medical problem developing direct- 
ly as a result of diabetes in an otherwise 
healthy diver. >#.

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A BAG 
For All 
Reasons

ust call me the “‘Bag Lady:”’ This is the 

fourth article |’ve written on dive gear 
bags in the past year. They’re all alike— 
right? Wrong! Each company’s bags are 
different. Wenoka’'s Dive-Pacs, for in- 
stance, have several interesting features 
I've not found on any of the others. 

Most unique are Wenoka’s padded 
sleeves, available in three sizes. These 
consist of two nylon covered, com- 
pressed rubber sponge pads sewn to- 
gether on three edges. The fourth edge is 
open and into it you can put those dive in- 
struments and gauges that need extra 
protection. These sleeves are made to fit 
into specific compartments on specific 
bags, but could just as easily be packed 
in the main compartment of most of the 
bags. The sponge pads are impervious to 
petroleum and, both pad and nylon cover 
are waterproof. 

All seven of the Wenoka bags are con- 
structed of polyurethane impregnated Z- 
Tex nylon. They come in red with black 
trim or blue with red trim. The nylon en- 
sures they will remain good looking and 
last a long time. The polyurethane makes 
them waterproof. All of the bags have 
sturdy nylon zippers with twin, lockable 
pull tabs. The D-rings and other hardware 
are also nylon, as is the two inch web- 
bing. This latter not only reinforces the 
bags at strategic places but forms hand- 
grips that close with Velcro. All of the 
bags except the Flight Pac have a clip on 





the inside for keys. Five of the bags have 
brass grommets in the bottom for drain- 
age. (The other two bags are not de- 
signed to carry dripping wet items.) There 
is an adjustable, padded shoulder strap 
(1800-S, $4.95) available as an accesso- 
ry for six of the bags; it comes standard 
with the largest bag. Also available as an 
accessory is the 1800-T luggage tag. At 
only 95 cents it is a good investment. 


SKIN DIVER received four of the Weno- 
ka bags for testing. Here is a brief de- 
scription of each. 

The 1806 Pro Pac: This is the smallest 
of the bags—it measures just 14 x 7 x9 
inches. It is padded on all sides and has 
a large patch pocket on the outside. This 
bag is designed to carry more delicate 
objects such as camera gear, gauges 
and regulators. It sells for $29. 

The 1807 Flight Pac: This is a light but 
roomy piece of luggage that will hold a 
great deal but still fit under an airline seat. 
It, too, is fully padded. Just 19 x 13 x 6 
inches in size, it has a large zippered 
compartment on one side and a patch 
pocket on the other. The Flight Pac sells 
for $47. 

The 1802 Scuba Pac: This is a medium 
sized gear bag measuring 30 x 15 x 13 
inches. An optional padded sleeve 
(1800-PEL, $9.95) fits into the zippered 
compartment on the outside of one end. 
On the other end are two smaller pock- 
ets. The optional 1800-PES sleeves 
($5.95) fit into these or they will hold Peli- 
can First Aid Kits or Boxes or other small 
items. The Scuba Pac sells for $57.50. 

The 1801 Master Pac: This is a larger 
version of the 1802. It is a huge gear bag, 
measuring 34 x 16 x 14 inches. It has two 


internal zippered compartments into 


which the 1800-PSL padded sleeves fit. 
One sleeve comes with the bag, extra 
ones are $16.95 each. This sleeve is 
more than 27 inches long and 11 inches 
wide and could be used to protect all of 
your dive instruments and gauges. As on 
the 1802, there is a large zippered com- 
partment on one end and two zippered 
pockets on the other. The Master Pac, 
with one large sleeve and adjustable 
shoulder strap, sells for $115. 

There are two Dive-Pacs not shown in 
our photograph—the 1805 Trip Pac and 
the 1804 Duffle Pac. The Trip Pac is de- 
signed to carry those items you wish to 
keep dry. Full length flaps on the zippers 
keep them waterproof. The Trip Pac mea- 
sures 24 x 12 x 12 inches and retails for 
$44. The Duffle Pac is a lighter nylon than 
the other Dive-Pacs but it, too, is polyure- 
thane impregnated. The nylon webbing 
on this bag is one and one-half inches 
wide instead of the two inch webbing 
found on the other Wenoka bags. The 
Duffle Pac sells for $21.50 and measures 
30 x 13 x 13 inches.

neoprene—waterproof except for the zip- 
per. However, the liner zipper is placed — 
at an angle to the pocket zipper and 
splashed water can only enter the liner 
where the two cross. 

The third pocket (6 x 5 x 27 inches) 
can serve as a storage area, or back 





rest/additional flotation chamber. This 
latter is accomplished by folding a partial- 
ly inflated car inner tube (13 or 14 inch) 
into the pocket. At the ends of each pock- 
et are small D-rings on short web straps 
(six in all) for attaching extra gear. 





A square apron of red nylon is sewn, 
along one end, to the front of the float 
cover. The other end has elastic cords at 
each corner which terminate in nylon 
clips. This apron, when stretched over 
the user's lap and clipped to two of the lit- 
tle D-rings, serves as a flexible work sur- 
face where the instructor can change a 
mask strap, write on a slate, etc. This 
apron can also serve as a cover over the 
float when a game bag is Suspended 
from it. At this writing the manufacturer 
doesn't offer a game bag for the Octo- 
pus, but adapting one should be easy. 

For easy carrying, four nylon web han- 
dles are attached to the outer surface of 
the cover. These also serve as grips for 
tired divers in the water. A large grommet 
near the base of the float allows water to 
drain out. 

An optional divers flag assembly ($25) 
completes the Octopus package. The 











flag itself is tough nylon fabric (red with 
a light silver stripe) with a sewn-in stiffen- 
er. The flag shaft slips through two grom- 
mets in an elastic strap and the strap ad- 
justs (Snap-in buckle) to fit snugly around 
the tube. 

Assembly of the Octopus is simple: In- 
sert the partially inflated inner tube 
through the zipper which encircles the in- 
side of the cover, close the zipper and in- 
flate the tube (the valve extends through 
the cover) to about three psi. If the tube 
is accidentally overinflated the cover zip-

per will part, preventing any damage to 
the seams. The zipper can then be 
closed when the tube is deflated. 

A point to note is that the price of the 
cover does not include tubes, and the 
valve of the main tube must be bent into 
the correct position (instructions are pro- 
vided). Tubes are available from the Oc- 
topus’ manufacturer—truck $25, car $10. 

With respect to care, the Octopus re- 
quires only rinsing in fresh water after use 
and drying before storage. 

The Octopus float cover retails for 
$125 and comes with a warranty which 
lasts as long as the original purchaser 
keeps it. For information contact Dry-Div-

popular member of the Bandito fami- 
Paly of spearguns is the Bonito from 
Aquacraft. The secret of such appeal is 
that this handy gun measures only 36 
nches from point to butt cap, yet packs 
ne punch of some of the larger guns. It 
its nicely in your dive bag and is ideal for 
qunting medium sized fish in tight areas 
around rocks and coral. Stock features 
include a 26 x 5/16 inch stainless shaft, 
single barb spear point, two 13 inch 
black rubber slings and hollow aluminum 
tube construction. 

Since the Bonito features a closed 
muzzle, the hunter must feed the spear- 
shaft through a loop on the tip and then 
into the trigger housing during loading. 
Guides on the sides of the muzzle force 
the slings into parallel alignment with the 
shaft for added accuracy. Space is pro- 
vided for a third sling, however, only two 
notches are cut into the shaft. The half- 
inch, heavy walled tubing in the slings 
must be stretched approximately 12 
inches when cocking the gun. 

Finger contours on the grip are espe- 
cially deep for a comfortable and steady 
aim. The safety is just behind the trigger, 
and snaps conveniently from side to side 
with thumb and base of the index finger. 
It is difficult, however, to read the engrav- 
ing on the gun.to ascertain the status of 
the safety. Triggering is relatively smooth. 
ln a somewhat unusual manner, the eight 


and one-half foot shock cord stretches 
four-fold from the muzzle to the bottom tip 
of the grip rather than closer to the barrel. 
A short stock extends behind the grip and 
provides improvement in arm leverage 
during loading. 

The hollow aluminum tube connecting 
the plastic muzzle and trigger housing is 
O-ring sealed at each end to provide an 
air chamber for buoyancy, which causes 
the gun to float upward following dis- 
charge of the spearshaft. It is a good idea 
to make sure this chamber is still water- 
less after the dive and before storage by 
shaking the gun and listening for water. 

| was able to test the Bonito while div- 
ing from the Bottom Scratcher off Mexi- 
co's Coronado Islands. The water was 
baited with a bloom of pelagic red crabs. 
Record size fish are not uncommon 
around the kelp beds in this area. After 
entering the water | found the shock cord 
had to be shortened slightly owing to the 
fact that nylon line often stretches when 
wet. The strength of the heavy duty bands 
was felt both during loading and with the 
recoil. The balance was such that it was 
easy to hold the gun with one hand, and 
accuracy was found acceptable after fir- 
ing at several stationary targets. During 
reloading it was noted that the slip ring 
tended to hang up on the stops at the tail 
of the shaft. | was unable to cause the 
gun to prefire while knocking it against 


The Bonito has a closed muzzle (top) 
and the shock cord wraps from the

the rocks and shaking it violently. 
Aquacraft is the source of a large se- 
lection of spearfishing equipment and ac- 
cessories for the Bonito. Their selection 
of spearguns, polespears and Hawaiian 
slings is impressive.

steel six millimeter speartips are available | 


in various sizes and include single barb, 
double barb, trident, three prong, four 
prong and slip tip styles. Amber and 
black rubber slings range from light- 
weight seven-sixteenths inch to heavy 
duty five-eighths inch diameter. Steel ca- 
ble wishbones are available for those 
spearfishermen who often break the 
standard wire model. Cable is, however, 
prone to fraying. 

Owing to small size, the Bonito is ideal 
for the traveler or as a gun to always have 
on hand in your dive bag.

SDM SPECIAL SERIES ON REGULATORS 


t was still dark as the Scuba Queen 

slipped her dock lines and set a course 
for Santa Catalina. Some stars were still 
hanging in the western sky, but the pink- 
ish tinge on the opposite horizon held the 
promise of a beautiful dive day. The 
channel was extremely calm. The only 
imperfection we encountered was a 
damp fog which enveloped us on the way 
over, and, like some in-laws, stuck with 
us too long during the day. Our arrival at 
Emerald Bay was heralded by the loud 
clanking of the anchor chain. This noise, 
like that of an alarm clock, awoke most of 
the divers from their slumber and sent 
them stumbling up to the deck. ‘‘Fantas- 
tic,’’ was the general consensus. The wa- 
ter appeared cool, but exceptionally 
clear: With 30 feet of water under the 
keel, we could see details in the sandy 
bottom. It wasn’t long before most of the 
bodies aboard had abandoned ship. 

Wanting to forego the stares and teas- 
ing comments of fellow divers, | decided 
to wait until most of them were in the wa-

ter before donning my ‘“‘hydra-appear- 
ing’’ scuba outfit. Actually, this outfit isn’t 
so strange: It consists of a normal tank 
with a Y-valve, to which are attached two 
separate first stages. One belonged to 
the test regulator, the new Saturn 300 Pro 
from Nemrod. The other first stage sup- 
plies my own second stage, an octopus/ 
safe second stage, a console, and a BC 
power inflator. (Despite the derogatory 
remarks, that amounts to only five hoses 
emerging from behind my head.) 
Gathering all my stuff together, over 
the side | went. | settled on the sandy bot- 
tom, at a depth of about 40 feet. The first 
step was to check the inhalation resist- 
ance. The Saturn Pro has an adjustable 
demand valve knob on its second stage. 
When this is all the way in, the regulator 
is harder to breathe. Conversely, 
screwed all the way out, the knob allows 
easier breathing. | unscrewed the knob 
as far as possible and the regulator start- 
ed performing like a champ. In fact, it 
compared very favorably to my regulator 


(which, | have noted before, was one of 
the top performers in the 1980 U.S. Navy 
Experimental Diving Unit's regulator test). 
| was impressed. The Saturn 300 Pro 
proved to be quite an easy breathing reg- 
ulator. Inhalation resistance was relatively 
minimal, from sipping to large intake 
rates, and didn’t seem to change much 
when varying positions (except when on 
my back, looking up; when inhalation re- 
sistance increased noticeably—but this is 
a commonly observed trait of single hose 
regulators). While standing on my head 
(with fins pointing up), | did notice a slight 
bit of water entry—very slight. This char- 
acteristic has been experienced in sever- 
al other regulators, enough to make me 
wonder if it is a generic thing with the 
units; or just my idiosyncrasy. : 

Freeflowing can sometimes be a prob- 
lem with easier breathing regulators. In 
this regard, the Saturn should be no dif- 
ferent, if the adjustable valve knob is 
screwed all the way out. At this high per- 
formance setting the unit freeflowed with 





vigor when the mouthpiece was turned 
up while the second stage was full of air, 
or if the purge were depressed. While full 
of air, the unit freeflowed a little and then 
stopped when the mouthpiece was held 
horizontally and did not freeflow at all 
when pointed downward. After the knob 
was screwed in (low performance set- 
ting), | could get essentially no freeflow- 
ing to occur (even when filled with air), 
regardiess of second stage orientation. 
These characteristics would be very use- 
ful in octopus/safe second stage applica- 
tions, where it could be de-tuned when 
not in use (to avoid freeflowing), but read- 
ily adjusted (for easier breathing) by the 
diver when put into service. 

Exhaust behavior was also impressive: 
Perhaps because | expected the longish

down the gradual slope, | stopped when 
my depth gauge indicated 80 feet. At this 
depth | tried to out-breathe the regulator. 
| couldn't. The greater the inhalation, the 
better the Saturn 300 Pro seemed to re- 
spond. My personal conclusion from this 
evaluation is that this Nemrod regulator 
has got to be classified as a high perfor- 
mance unit. 

The only negative feature (if, indeed, it 
can be called that) might be the long, fine 
thread on the second stage demand 
valve adjustment: It seems to take a lot of 
turns to go from one extreme to the other 
(i.e., from knob-in, to Knob-out). This long 
thread may be desirable, however, since 
it allows the individual diver to fine tune 
the regulator to his/her preference. 

To some divers, especially newer arriv- 
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exhaust tee to create more resistance 
than it does. From small to large exhala- 
tion rates, the Saturn 300 Pro seemed to 
exhibit about the same, to slightly less re- 
sistance than my comparison regulator. 
And, the long exhaust tee? It does a good 
job of directing exhaust bubbles away 
from the diver’s field of vision: When 
looking ahead (horizontally), only a few 
bubbles rose in front of the mask; and by 
looking downward just a few degrees, 
even these disappeared from view. 

During this evaluation (and what was to 
follow) | experienced no strange charac- 
teristics, nor idiosyncrasies. |n all hones- 
ty, the only problems | encountered dur- 
ing the dive were: (1) trying to keep sand 
off my underwater slate while jotting 
down results; and (2), shooing away the 
Curious senoritas (Oxyjulis californica, 
small, impudent, California wrasse), 
which nibbled on my pencil. 

The Saturn’300 Pro performed beauti- 
fully—so well, in fact, that | decided to 
carry the evaluation further. Dropping on 


als to the sport, the name Nemrod might 
not seem too familiar. | remember Nem- 
rod equipment back in my early dive 
days. But, | didn’t realize how long the 
company has been in business, nor how 
big it has become, until | talked to Ken 
Brown and Al James of U.S. Aqua 
Sports. This company, formerly called 
U.S. Nemrod, is the exclusive U.S. dis- 
tributor of Nemrod products. According 
to Brown and James, Nemrod is the old- 
est and largest manufacturer (on a world- 
wide basis) of dive gear. The company 
started making this equipment back in 
1935. Some of Nemrod’s early inventions 
included: a recreational dive mask 
(1941); a recreational snorkel (1941); a 
spring powered speargun (1941); fins 
with fixed heel straps (1943); and a pneu- 
matic speargun (1951). With such a vast 
reputation, it should not be taken too 
lightly that Nemrod spent four years de- 
veloping and refining the Saturn 300 Pro. 


It was first publicly introduced at the 1983 


DEMA (Diving Equipment Manufacturers’ 


Association) Show in January. 

The Saturn 300 Pro wiil be Nemrod’s 
top-of-line regulator. Its first stage is a 
rather heavy (about two pounds), forged 
brass, chrome plated unit, incorporating 
a balanced, flow-through piston design. 
The swivel yoke is forged from chrome 
plated brass and rated at a working pres- 
sure of 200 bars (about 2900 psi). A DIN 
fitting is also available for European 
equipment and it has a rating of 300 bars 
(slightly over 4350 psi). Internally, the pis- 
ton and spring (Teflon coated to resist 
freeze-up in cold water diving) are made 
of stainless steel, the high pressure valve 
seat is of Teflon, and the remainder of the 
components are of ABS plastic and ultra- 
violet resistant rubber. The first stage fea- 
tures: a dual inlet filter (as double protec- 
tion against impurities); one high pres- 
sure port (engraved HP): five low pres- 
sure ports (one directly in line with the air 
flow, and four others, evenly spaced, and 
pointing out at about 80 degrees to the 
main axis) on a non-rotating end cap; and 
an intermediate pressure of about 8 to 10 
bars (116 to 145 psi). 

The intermediate hose measures 27 
inches long, has a working pressure of 
217 psi, a test pressure of 435 psi, and 
a burst pressure of 870 psi. 

The second stage utilizes a conven- 
tional, downstream demand valve, with a 
venturi assist. Its case and front cover are 
stamped from brass sheet and chrome 
plated. The clamping ring, which holds 
the case together, is also of chrome plat- 
ed brass. The sensitive diaphragm, the 
protective diaphragm cover (containing 
the stainless steel logo/purge button), 
the low pressure seat, and the long ex- 
haust tee are made of ozone and ultravio- 
let resistant rubber. Stainless steel is — 
used in the demand lever and silicone 
rubber in the exhaust valve and the 
mouthpiece. This second stage features 
a large, easily accessible purge button, 
and an external knob for the user-adjust- 
able demand valve. 

At the time of writing, only two Saturn 
300 Pro regulators existed in the U.S., 
one of which | had the good fortune to 
evaluate. Thus, no data was available on 
service records or costs. Because of the 
conventional design, however, mainte- 
nance should be no more than that re- 
quired for any similar regulator. Recom- 
mended service should be performed by 
one of the factory authorized service 
centers in the U.S. 

Considering the fine appearance, qual- 
ity construction, high performance, and 


price ($235 suggested retail), | would 


recommend this regulator be test-dived 
by any prospective buyer. | was im- 
pressed, and so might you be. >#%. 








Moves Achilles 


into the 


large boat fleet

n 1982, Achilles captured first place in 

the inflatable boat market sweepstakes. 
The Japanese firm sold more boats in the 
United States than any other manufactur- 
er. Now, that’s not as great an upset as 
the Chicago Cubs winning the National 
League pennant, after all, Achilles is 
owned by Kohkoku, one of the world’s 
largest chemical companies. 

How did Achilles do it? They produced 
a complete line of straightforward, con- 
ventional boats based upon current prac- 
tice in the field. They added a lot of stand- 
ard equipment which was sold as options 
by competitors. Then the package was 
sold at a very competitive price. At first, 
the workmanship wasn't quite up to par. 
But the current edition of Achiiles boats 
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displays quality and attention to detail. All 
seams are straight and clean. No glue 
shows underneath the edges. Everything 
fits. The boats offer value for the money. 
That's what has made them number one. 

For 1983, Achilles is moving into the 
large boat field with the introduction of 
two 15 foot, 6 inch models: the SR 156 
and the SD 156. As is the case with all 
Achilles sportboats, the only difference is 
the bowdodger. The SR series has a 
fixed Hypalon bowdodger, held up by a 
small inflatable tube at the back end. The 
SD is an open boat, but a removable 
bowdodger is supplied as standard 
equipment. It is a light vinyl affair which 
attaches by means of elastic cords. Un- 
like the sturdy number on the SR, the 








SD’s red bowdodger won’t support a 
windshield or any weight. But it will de- 
flect spray and provide a semi-dry area 
up front, which is its primary purpose, af- 
ter all. Furthermore, divers will appreciate 
the extra space and the $150 savings of 
the open boat. 

Our test model, however, was the SR 
156. The gray fabric had a shiny finish 
which is typical of Achilles boats. Scott 
Mcintosh of Port-a-Marine, Costa Mesa, 
CA explained the shine was owing to the 
manufacturing process. It begins with a 
tough nylon fabric especially designed 
for inflatable boats. The outer coating of 
80 percent Hypalon and 20 percent neo- 
prene is calendered by slow, high pres- 
sure rollers, then is slow-cured. The 





smooth, shiny texture is the result of the 
high Hypalon content and the curing. 
process. The inner coating is pure neo- 
prene; because ozone resistant qualities 
are not needed there. 

_ The boat’s five chambers (plus the in- 
flatable keel) are filled through large plas- 
tic valves, covered by a Hypalon flap. To 
inflate, turn the upper collar and insert the 
foot pump tube (the one-way valve won't 
leak, even if the pump nozzle is acciden- 
tally removed). For quick deflation, un- 
screw the cap and valve together. Valves 
can be replaced in the field if necessary 
because they are fastened in place with 
a locking collar instead of with glue. All 
are easy to reach, except the one for the 
bow chamber, which is underneath the 
fixed bowdodger. 

The wooden floorboards are trimmed 
with aluminum, and fit together with a 
tongue and groove arrangement. The 
aluminum stringers fit into a raised 
groove above the level of the floor- 
boards, which makes them ,easy to in- 
stall. Anyone who has sweated and 
cursed while trying to fit stringers under- 
neath floorboards will appreciate this ar- 
rangement. The pressure of the inflated

tubes pushes the stringers into place and 
locks the floorboards firmly into position. 
Achilles was the first to design this self- 
locking floorboard system, which has 
since been copied by others. 

There is a long list of standard features. 


Two drain plugs are in the floorboards at- 


the stern, in addition to a pair of self bail- 
ing plugs in the transom. The latter are 
equipped with non-return valves. Four 
large rubber carrying handles are on the 
outside and a helmsman’s handle inside, 
for driving at high speed. Stainless steel 
D-rings are provided for tying down loose 
gear. Spray is deflected by means of a lip 
on the rubbing strake, in addition to de- 
flector trim on top of the tubes. 

One thing missing on the SR 156 is a 
set of oars and oarlocks. However, that 
makes sense. Realistically, no one would 
ever row a boat this large unless the en- 
gine died. In that case, paddles would 
serve as well as oars. With no oarlocks, 
the tops of the tubes are kept clean, free 
of obstacles to entry and exit. Nothing is 
there to dig into one’s derriere. Paddles, 
however, are an option which the owner 
would have to obtain. 

For our test, we loaded the boat with 


four divers and full ocean gear and a 40 
horsepower Suzuki engine. Both the boat 
and the motor handled the load with 
ease. Even with the bowdodger, we 
could have accommodated another div- 
er. And, the motor hardly worked to get 
it up on a plane. The SR 156 is a hard rid- 
ing boat, which displayed some bounce 
even on a relatively smooth sea. On 
turns, the keel was unable to get good 
adhesion, and it skidded. This isn't quite 
as critical for divers as it would be water 
skiiers, but could be a factor on long trips 
over open water. 

With the long standard equipment list, 
not many options are needed to get the 
SR 156 ready to dive. A pair of launching 
wheels or a trailer allows it to be 
launched fully loaded. A fuel tank fitting 
kit straps the tank down on its own plat- 
form, to keep it from bouncing. A bow 
holdall provides storage for clothes and 
valuables. Proper tube inflation can be 
assured by the use of an accurate pres- 
Sure gauge. 

The SR 156 sells for $2,900 at Achilles 
dealers. Those divers opting for the re- 
movable bowdodger can obtain the SD 
156 for $2,750. >.

There 
are surprisingly few options because 
most of the equipment is standard. The 
base price includes a high number of ac- 
cessories found only in competitive boats 
at optional cost. The entirety of the list 
would fill much of this page, but here are 
some you will be glad to have: interna- 
tional running lights, electric bilge blower, 
bilge pump, no-rust 75 gallon fuel tank, 
full instrumentation, four swivel helm/ 
fighting chairs, removable transom box- 
es, non-skid cockpit sole, dual tinted 
windshields, cushions on forward seat- 
ing, lots of storage under the forward 
seats and below deck, and Bimini top! 
High on the list is full foam flotation, an 
unusual and valuable accessory in a boat 
of this size since the Coast Guard does 
not require its installation.:As Jules Lind- 
quist of Spacecraft states it, ‘“Our boats 
are ready to run, just add water!” 
Constructed throughout of hand-laid fi- 
berglass, the boat is available only in in- 
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board/outboard configurations. Power 
plants can be either gas or diesel, single 
or dual engines. Gas engines are avail- 
able from 170 hp V-6 up through 260 hp 
V-8. Standard engines are from OMC and 
include power trim standard. Optional en- 
gines are available from Mercruiser, Vol- 
vo and Commander. Steering is mechan- 
ical in the single engine version with op- 
tional power steering available. However, 
on the twin engine models power steer- 
ing is standard. 

With an overall length of 24 feet 10 
inches and with an 8 foot beam, the Brute 
offers exceptional roominess. The inter- 
nal design of its 20 degree V-hull offers 
quick and easy access to everything from 
bow to stern. Two separate consoles with 
storage areas are amidship with a wide 
walkway between. The four swivel helm 
chairs are conveniently spaced for fishing 
should your time on the water be a mix- 
ture of diving and fishing. Beneath all the 
forward seat cushions are hidden storage 
compartments large enough to store re- 
gulators, BC’s, wetsuits and other bulky 
equipment. The center, below deck stor- 
age can hold several tanks and large 
gear bags, while the aft below deck con- 
tainer doubles as a cooler. Removable 





transom boxes can hide small gear and 
accessories within easy reach. 

Large enough to hold eight or more 
divers, the Brute has plenty of room 
along her high gunwales to accommo- 
date tank racks and two tanks per per- 
son. In use in the Caribbean as a com- 
mercial dive boat, the design is excellent 
for that purpose. Capable of running long 
distances in less than optimal seas, the 
Brute can carry a group of divers to off- 
shore sites quickly and economically. 
The boat is capable of getting into some 
pretty shallow water as well, with a draft 
of 29 inches with the drive down and 14 
inches with it up. 

Our SKIN DIVER test boat performed 
as expected on the ocean chop, provid- 
ing a stable, dry ride. The 3600 pound 
hull stays on the water in rough seas 
while the high freeboard and 42 inch tran- 
som keep the passengers well above the 
waterline: High and dry. 

While a single half dive platform with 
drop ladder is standard, the other half 
platform will have to be added as an op- 
tion. Other specialized dive equipment, 
such as tank racks, can be factory in-

tra cost options may be considered to

could include: motor box cushion to in- 
crease the seating, Mansfield 944 chemi- 
cal head, instrument console cover, auto- 
matic switch for the bilge pump, and 
spray hood. 

The Brute is available primarily as a 
factory direct boat; there are Spacecraft 
dealers in California and the Caribbean. 
The factory will ship the boat virtually any- 
where and offers some special price in- 
centives to new owners buying direct 
from the plant. 

The accepted price standard for a boat 
of this size and type would normally run 
in excess of $1,000 per foot, equipped. 
With 170 hp V-6 and all the extras, ready 
to drop in the water, the Brute retails for 
$17,782. With twin 120 hp engines the 
retail is $21,731. Factory direct prices 
are frequently better than retail.

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here are four specifications you should understand when 

you purchase a camera lens: focal length, maximum aper- 
ture, minimum aperture and minimum focused distance. Once 
you know what these are for any given lens, you will have a 
better understanding of what the lens will do for you. 


FOCAL LENGTH 
Technically, the focal length is the distance (usually ex- 
pressed in millimeters from the optical center of the lens to the 
film plane. Don't panic, you don’t need to get bogged down 
with mathematics to acquire a working knowledge of this. Sim- 
ply think of the focal length as an indication of angle of view 
(picture angle) a lens sees. A lens with a short focal length has 
a wide angle of view and sees a large picture area. A lens with 
a long focal length has a narrow angle of view and sees a small 
picture area. The angle of view is measured diagonally unless 

specified as being vertical or horizontal. 


MAXIMUM APERTURE 

This is the widest aperture (lowest-numbered f stop) that the 
lens can be set for. The wider the aperture, the greater the 
amount of light passing through the lens at any given shutter 
speed. The major advantage of a wide maximum aperture is 
that it allows you to take pictures in dim light. 

Maximum aperture is sometimes called the lens speed be- 
cause the wider the aperture, the faster the shutter speed

needed for an exposure. For example, if an f2.5 lens needed 
a 1/30 second exposure, an f1.4 lens could make an equiva- 
lent exposure at 1/60 second with the same subject, film and 
lighting conditions. Thus, an f1.4 lens is a faster lens than an 
f2.5 lens. 

A wide maximum aperture is great for SLR focusing and 
viewfinding in dim U/W light. Although the aperture may be set 
at f22 for close-ups, you are actually focusing through the lens 
at maximum aperture. And, the wider the aperture for focusing, 
the brighter the image in the SLR viewfinder. Then, when you 
trigger the camera shutter, the aperture is automatically 
stopped down to the preset f22, a fraction of a second before 
the shutter uncovers the film for the exposure. 


MINIMUM APERTURE 
This is the smallest (highest-numbered) aperture of the lens. 
Small apertures are used for exposures in extremely bright 
conditions, such as in bright sunlight or with flash. Smaller ap- 
ertures alSo give greater depth of field, which will be discussed 
later. For U/W photography, we prefer a minimum aperture of 
f22, and no less than f16. 


MINIMUM FOCUSED DISTANCE 

You usually try to minimize your U/W camera-to-subject dis- 
tance to reduce the amount of water you must photograph 
through. And, the closer you can set the focused distance, the 
closer you can get to your subjects. Minimum focused distance 
is usually related (for mechanical reasons) to focal length. Gen- 
erally, the shorter the focal length, the closer the minimum fo- 
cused distance. 


FINDING THE SPECIFICATIONS 
You can usually find the specifications by examining the 
lens. With a Nikonos 35 mm lens, for example, look at the re- 
taining ring by the front element. In addition to the name and 
serial number, you'll see “85 mm 1:2.5.”’ The 35 mm means 
that this lens has a focal length of 35 millimeters, and 1:2.5 
means that the maximum aperture is f2.5 (the number after the 














colon). The minimum aperture of f22, and- 


minimum focus of 2.75 feet, can be seen 
on the aperture and focusing scales. 


DEPTH OF FIELD 

Depth of field is the zone of acceptable 
sharpness from a near point to a far point 
on either side of the exact focused dis- 
tance. If you have an adjustable lens 
nearby, pick it up and examine the depth 
of field scale as you make changes in 
both aperture and focused distance. 
Depth of field doesn’t have abrupt cut-off 
points at the near and far limits shown on 
the scale. Rather, it is a gradual loss of 
sharpness as the limits are approached. 

The amount of depth of field is deter- 
mined by two factors: aperture and pic- 
ture area. The smaller the aperture, the 
greater the depth of field. Thus, a lens 
that can be set for f22 will produce more 
depth of field than a lens set for f16 or 
any other lower-numbered stop. As a rule 
of thumb, closing the aperture two stops 
doubles depth of field. 

The larger the picture area photo- 
graphed, the greater the depth of field. 
You can increase picture area by either 
using a wide-angle lens (the most practi- 
cal method for U/W photography), or by 
increasing the focused distance and 
camera-to-subject distance. 

Don’t be fooled by advertising claims 
about depth of field. Any two lenses used 
to photograph the same picture area at 
the same aperture will yield identical 
depth of field! But the more expensive 
lens, however, may be able to produce 
sharper images with fewer distortions, 
better contrast and better color. 


NORMAL LENSES 

Normal lenses for 35 mm cameras 
have focal lengths ranging from about 40 
mm to 58 mm, with a 50 mm lens being 
the standard for many manufacturers. 
Normal lenses tend to cover an apparent 
picture area slightly less than about two 
feet wide at an apparent distance of three 
feet, and with about the same perspec- 
tive that you see with your eye. 

A normal lens is good for head and 
shoulder portraits of divers, fish portraits, 
and for photographing other relatively 
small subjects. Normal lenses are a poor 
choice for large subjects, such as entire 
divers or groups of divers. Above water, 
you can step back a few more feet to in- 
clude Aunt Tilly in your picture, or step 
back another ten feet for that family por- 
trait. But this isn’t practical underwater! 
Even with good visibility, it's extremely 
difficult to photograph fine details at dis- 
tances greater than about five feet. The 
water and its suspended particles tend to 
blur pictures, reduce color saturation and 
reduce contrast. 

The exact focal length of a normal lens 
is equal to the diagonal distance from 
one corner of the negative to the other. 





Thus, the focal length of a ‘‘normal lens’”’ 
varies with the film size. As examples, the 
diagonal measurements are 47 mm for a 


35 mm camera and 20 mm for a 110 


camera. Thus a 47 mm lens is normal for 
a 35 mm camera, and 20 mm lens is nor- 
mal for a 110 camera. 

While the minimum focused distance of 
normal lenses is about three feet, some 
close-focusing lenses (called macro, or 
micro) can be focused as close as a few 
inches. The Canon 50 mm Macro Lens, 
and Nikon 55 mm Micro-Nikkor, for ex- 
ample, focus from infinity down to 1:2 im- 
age/subject ratio. And, when an exten- 
sion ring is placed between the camera 
body and lens, they focus down to 1:1. 
Such lenses are excellent for U/W close- 
up photography, but make sure that your 
housing port is long enough to accommo- 
date an extended close-focusing lens. 


MODERATELY WIDE-ANGLE 
LENSES 

A moderately wide-angle lens for a 35 
mm camera has a focal length from about 
35 mm to 28 mm. The minimum focused 
distance is 2.75 feet for the Nikonos 35 
mm lens, and 2 feet for the Nikonos 28 
mm. With lenses for housed 35 mm cam- 
eras, the minimum-focused distance var- 
ies from about one to two feet. 

Covering an apparent picture area of 
about two and three-fourths by four feet 
at three apparent feet, these lenses are 
good for medium-distance shots of divers 
from the knees or waist up; large fish; or 
for establishing shots for close-up and 
macro sequences. The two most com- 
mon mistakes beginners make with 35 
mm and 28 mm lenses are: (1) trying to 
photograph broad scenic views that re- 
quire a wide-angle lens, and (2) trying to 
photograph subjects that are too small 
and too close for sharp focus. 

Many submersible strobes just cover 
the picture area of a 35 mm lens, and 
some just barely cover the 28 mm lens. 
When using such strobes, especially with 
the 28 mm lens, proper aim can be diffi- 
cult. The light fall off at the edge of the 
beam of light can show up in the picture. 


WIDE-ANGLE LENSES 

Wide-angle lenses are used for photo- 
graphing large subjects at minimum cam- 
era-to-subject distances. For housed 35 
mm cameras, wide-angle lenses usually 
have a focal length of 24 mm or less; and 
for the Nikonos, a focal length of 20 mm 
or less. Picture areas can be about four 
by six apparent feet or larger at three ap- 
parent feet. i 

Reducing camera-to-subject distance 
increases picture sharpness for three 
reasons: (1) The fewer the suspended 
particles between lens and subject, the 
greater the sharpness and contrast. (2) 
The shorter the distance, and the greater 
the picture area, the lesser the blur from 











subject and camera movement. And (3), 
the shorter the light path from strobe to 
subject and back from subject to camera, 
the better the color and contrast. 

Wide-angle lenses produce wide-angle 
perspective: Compared to what you see 
with your eye, near subjects will appear 
larger than normal on film, and far sub- 
jects will appear smaller. Thus, if a div- 
er’s hand is reaching out toward the cam- 
era lens, the hand will appear enormous- 
ly large in the picture. This applies to any- 
thing protruding toward the camera and 
is more of a problem when you are pho- 
tographing at extremely close distances. 
Also, because distant objects and back- 
grounds will appear to be smaller and far- 
ther away than they really are, the U/W 
visibility will appear to be greater than it 
really was. 

You can use wide-angle perspective to 
create large crevices where they don't 
exist. Use a small crevice, close to the 
wide-angle lens, to frame a diver several 
feet away. On film, you will have a small 
diver exploring a giant crevice. 

The three most common errors U/W 
photographers make with wide-angle 
lenses are photographing from too far 
away, photographing subjects that are 
too small and trying to light a wide-angle 
picture with a normal-beam, high-pow- 
ered strobe that usually overexposes. the 
main point of interest. We recommend 





Short focal length (wide-angle) lenses 
allow you to photograph large subjects at 
close distances. This is important as you 
reduce the amount of water you are pho- 
tographing through. Lenses with short fo- 
cal lengths also have greater depth of field 
at any given f stop or focused distance 
than do lenses with longer focal lengths.

getting as close as possible to the sub- 
ject, choosing subjects that fill the view- 
finder and using a wide-beam strobe. 
These strobes are heavier and bulkier 
than the normal-beam strobes because 
they must spread light over a much larger 
area. For this reason, the larger wide- 
beam strobe may have an equal or even 
~ lower U/W guide number than a much 
smaller normal-beam strobe. 

Wide-angle lenses can also be used 
for close-ups. A Nikonos 15 mm lens, for 
example, when focused for one foot, is 
great for U/W subjects about the size of 
a basketball. Try it with an angelfish. 


TELEPHOTO LENSES 

Close-focusing telephoto lenses have 
focal lengths of about 85 mm or more 
and can be focused down to image/sub- 
ject ratios of 1:2 or 1:3. For U/W photog- 
raphy, these are specialty lenses for pho- 
tographing skitterish critters that you 
cant approach with a normal close-fo- 
cusing lens or Nikonos and extension 
tube. The picture angle of a 105 mm lens 
is about half that of a 55 mm lens, so the 
picture area of the 105 is about one- 
fourth of that of the 55. Thus, you can 
photograph the same picture area at 
about twice the camera-to-subject dis- 
tance. If you have a standard telephoto 
lens, you can use it with a supplementary 
close-up lens to reduce focused distance 
and picture area. Before buying a tele- 
photo lens for U/W photography, make 
sure that you have (or can obtain) a hous- 
ing port that will accommodate such a 
long lens. We will be covering telephoto 
lenses in greater detail next month. 


LENS COATING AND 
SHARPNESS 
The glass surfaces of quality lenses 
are coated with transparent material to 
reduce flare, ghost images and increase

contrast. This coating adds to cost, and 
the quality of the coating may be an im- 
portant part of the difference between 
low-priced and high-priced lenses. When 
you hold a lens at an angle to the light, 
you may see the coating as a faint rain- 
bow of color on the surface. Don't mis- 
takenly think that this is something you 
should wipe off! 

Lenses usually produce the sharpest 
images at the middle stops of the aper- 
ture range and lose sharpness as you ap- 
proach the lowest and highest-numbered 
stops. Yes, f22 produces more depth of 
field than f11, but f11 may produce a 
sharper image at the exact focused dis- 
tance of the lens. Loss of sharpness is 
more noticeable in the corner areas, and 
is usually more noticeable with wide-an- 
gle lenses. 


FLAT PORTS 

Many camera housings, amphibious 
110 cameras and the Nikonos 35 mm 
lens have flat ports covering the lens. Be- 
cause of refraction (bending of light) at 
the air/glass/water interfaces of the port, 
the above water picture angle is reduced 
by three-fourths when the camera is used 
underwater. This is why air and water pic- 
ture angle specifications differ. 

However, when using a viewfinder 
Camera (as above), if you use the appar- 
ent subject sizes and distances that you 
see underwater, you can think in terms of 
the above water picture angle. The re- 
duced U/W picture angle only matters if 
you convert from apparent to measured 
sizes and distances, which sport photog- 
raphers rarely do.

he Bahamas are some of na- 

ture’s most magnificent works 
of art. This remarkable grouping of 
islands and coral reefs is as unique 
and beautiful as Yellowstone Park 
or the Grand Canyon. It comprises 
one of the few remaining oceanic 
wilderness areas off the North 
American continent and is certainly 
the most gentle. 

Much like diamonds spread 
across blue velvet, the Bahamas 
are spread over a wide swath of 
sea from Florida to Cuba. When 
viewed from above, in an airplane, 
the sight is dazzling. These marvel- 
ous jewels are placed in a setting 
of kaleidoscopic blue shadings 
ranging from pale turquoise in the 
shallows to inky blue beyond the 
coral drop-offs. There is no sight 
quite like it. 

Aside from their stunning beauty, 
the Bahamas are very different 
from the rest of the islands of the 
Caribbean. While each has its own 
personality and special undersea 
attractions, there are certain distin- 


guishing features which make this 
group of islands especially attrac- 
tive to divers. 

First, there is the feeling of im- 
mense size. More than 700 islands, 
2000 rocks and cays, and over 
100,000 square miles of coral 
reefs make up the Bahamas archi- 
pelago. Much of it remains unex- 
plored and untouched by man. 
There are miles of virgin reefs to 
explore and chart. 

The Bahamas is also an area of 
fascinating mystery. There are leg- 
ends and documented stories of 
strange undersea phenomena. Div- 
ers have seen and filmed incred- 
ible marches where hundreds-of- 
thousands of lobsters parade 
across the sea floor in single file. 
Divers have witnessed gigantic 
schools of grouper, with an esti- 
mated 10,000 fish in a single 
school, possibly engaged in some 
form of mating. There are stories of 
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divers who have had underwater 
encounters with sailfish, giant tuna, 
whales and friendly dolphins. 
There is even a diver who caught 
a glimpse of a giant squid. In the 
Bahamas, anything is possible. 

A striking feature of the Bahamas 
is the remarkable clarity of the wa- 
ter. Underwater visibility of 100 feet 
is commonplace most everywhere 
and 200 foot visibility is often found 
along the deep coral drop-offs. 
There are many theories as to why 
the Bahamas enjoy such clear wa-

ter. Perhaps it is because they are 


in the open Atlantic rather than the 
Caribbean basin. Perhaps it is be- 
cause most of the islands are 
sparsely populated and unaffected 
by pollution. Or maybe it is be- 
cause the Bahamas are low coral 
cays with no rivers or run-off. 
Many traveling divers claim the 
Bahamas seem to have more fish 
life than other resorts. These is- 
lands appear to be a natural fish- 


trap for ocean roaming pelagics 
that cruise along the coast of North 
America. The islands are also pro- 
lific breeding grounds for groupers, 
snappers and many other species 
of coral reef fish. This is evidenced 
by several well known big game 
fishing clubs at Bimini, Chub Cay, 
Walker's Cay and other locations. 
Many a marlin, sailfish and tuna 
have been caught in these waters. 

Still another impressive aspect of 
the Bahamas is the tremendous va- 
riety of dive facilities and services 
which exist there. At present, there 
are 38 dive operations in and

Incidentally, a driver’s li- 
cense does not qualify as proof of citizen- 
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As for Bahamian Customs procedures,

On occasion, the Customs Inspector may 
open your bags for a more thorough 
search. it is against Bahamian law to 
bring in guns, ammunition, explosives or 
drugs. There are also regulations and 
limitations on the amount of cigars, ciga- 
rettes and gifts which a visitor may carry. 


DRUG LAWS 
Under no circumstances should a visi- 
tor attempt to carry or smuggle illegal 
drugs into the Bahamas.

Union gunboat which crashed into the 
reefs in 1865 while in hot pursuit of a 
Confederate blockade runner. The re- 
maining wreckage of this steel-hulled 
steamer includes; the propeller, boilers, 
crankshaft and parts of the main decking. 
Dive depths range from 20 to 50 feet and 
the wreck is loaded with fish. 


Marsh Harbour is the central hub of the 
Abacos. Clustered together near the el- 
bow portion of this large island are a 
number of small cays, marinas, hotels 
and of course Marsh Harbour itself, the 
third largest city in the Bahamas. There 
are three dive operators in this area and 
each offers distinctly different service. 
DIVE ABACO LID. is at the Marsh Har- 
bour Marina and operated by Skeet La- 
Chance. This is an independent dive op- 
eration which provides services for four 
or five surrounding hotels, plus visiting 
yachts. ISLAND MARINE is the second 
operation on Parrot Cay Near Hopetown. 
It is a combination boat rental, outboard 
repair and dive shop. Owner Dave Gale 
rents Boston Whalers, fills tanks and oc- 
casionally conducts guided reef trips. 
Bob Maltarp has a fairly new dive opera- 
tion at the ELBOW CAY CLUB in the 
Hopetown area. 


Diving in the Marsh Harbour area con- 
sists of shallow to medium depth reef ex- 
ploration, snorkeling, underwater photog- 
raphy and a wreck dive. Guana Cay 
Reef offers excellent medium depth coral 
reef diving with many inquisitive group- 
ers. Fowl Cay Reef is great for both 
snorkeling and underwater photography. 
Sandy Cay Reef has spectacular elk- 
horn and brain coral formations. Maxi 
Cavé is a coral ravine which ends in a 
large coral grotto at 25 feet. Sandy Cay 
is a spendid coral garden at the south 
end of Pelican Cay National Preserve. 
One of the most fascinating dives in the 


Abacos Is a Civil War wreck known as the 
U.S.S. Adirondack. ‘his 200 foot long 
steam powered sloop was a Union gun- 
boat which crashed into the reef at night 
in 1862. The wreck lies in 10 to 25 feet 
of water and its most prominent features 
are two giant Dahlgren cannons which 
measure 15 feet in length and have an 11 
inch bore. These were the largest guns 
carried on a warship during the Civil War 
period. 

Twenty miles south of Marsh Harbour 
is a unique resort called the CASUARINA 
POINT CLUB. A group of seven beach 
front homes have been converted to fam- 
ily style vacation villas, complete with a 
restaurant, cocktail lounge and dive 
shop. Owner Dan Wiltfang conducts daily 
dive trips to nearby reefs using inflatable 
dive boats. The coral reefs of this region 


are almost virgin and marine life is abun- 
dant. Top Tree Reef is a lovely snorkel- 
ing area loaded with schooling fish and 
living corals. Kerr Rocks is a superb me- 
dium depth reef with many tame morays 


and friendly octopuses.

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Grand Bahama is a large singular is- 
land in the northwest corner of the Baha- 
mas. It faces the Gulf Stream and is bor- 
dered on the south side by the very deep 
Northwest Providence Channel. This is- 
land's greatest claim to fame is the mod- 
ern resort community of Freeport, now 
the second largest city in the Bahamas. 
Designed and built in the last 25 years, 
this vacation mecca consists of beautiful- 
ly landscaped streets, luxury hotels, styl- 
ish high rise condominiums and a mar- 
velous freeport shopping area. Over 60 
_tennis courts and many championship 
golf courses make it a sportsman’s de- 
light. Evening activities include the excite- 
ment of posh gambling casinos and a 
choice of over 20 fine restaurants. 

Freeport is also the home of the world 
famous UNDERWATER EXPLORERS SO- 
CIETY (UNEXSO), the largest underwater 
training facility in the Bahamas. It in- 
cludes an 18 foot deep training tank and 
indoor classroom which can hold up to 
26 Students, and an Olympic sized swim- 
ming pool for instruction. There are scu- 
_ba storage lockers for students and club 
members as well as showers, an exer- 
cise room and a sauna. UNEXSO has its 
_ own docking facilities with two large dive 
boats that make five trips daily. The club 
even has a four man decompression 
chamber for underwater medical sympo- 
_ siums. Upstairs there is a divers’ lounge 
with music and films nightly. UNEXSO 
specializes in a wide selection of under- 
water education programs. Training 
courses range from basic scuba certifica- 
tion to advanced diver and scuba instruc- 
tor. Speciality classes include decom- 
pression diving, basic underwater pho- 
tography and blue hole exploration. 

The major difference between Freeport 
and the Abacos is the availability of drop- 
off diving. Freeport has several spectacu- 
_ lar vertical walls which offer superior visi- 
bility and impressive sponges. One very 
unique deep dive Is a site called The Cup 
Handle, an oddly shaped coral formation 
which juts outward from the vertical face 
of the drop-off. This coral archway is 
shaped much like the handle of a giant 
teacup with an inside diameter large 
enough for a scuba diver to swim through 
easily. The formation hangs out over the 
abyss with gorgonian fans, sponges and 


corals covering everything. Because of 


the depth, this spot is restricted to expert 
divers who have graduated from UNEX- 
~$SO's Decompression Diving Course. 
Freeport also offers a wide selection of 
shallow to medium depth coral reefs. 
Littlehales’ Lair is a massive coral reef 
formation at 80 feet. The Caves is a 
spendid reef site in 60 feet of water. 
_ Treasure Reef is a beautiful coral reef 


garden which is ideal for snorkeling. 

Other unique attractions at Freeport 
are the inland blue holes which are within 
driving distance of UNEXSO. Guests are 
taken by van to a wooded area where a 
large hole in the forest marks the en- 
trance to a beautiful and bizarre system 
of subterranean wonderland, called 
Ben’s Caves. A crystal clear pool in an 
underground cavern leads divers to a 
fantasy journey among underwater sta- 
lactites and stalagmites, some of which 
are 20 feet tn length. The main underwa- 
ter chamber is over 200 feet long and 
leads to a winding series of tunnels and 
succeeding caverns. 

The newest and most exciting dive at 
Freeport is a sunken ship called Theo’s 
Wreck. [his obsolete 230 foot steel car- 
go ship was deliberately sunk in 100 feet 
of water last year as part of an artificial 
reef experiment. The giant ship now lies 
on its port side close to the edge of the 
drop-off at the famous Grand Bahama 
Ledge. Divers can sit on the rudder of 
the ship and look out over the drop-off in- 
to 2000 feet of water. The wreck has al- 
ready begun to attract a great deal of in- 
teresting marine life, including many 
schools of pelagic fish. 





Bimini is a small cluster of islands in 
the central Bahamas on the western edge 
of this archipelago. These are the islands 
closest to the United States; they lie only 


eafans and soft corals 
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42 miles east of Miami. It is this proximity 
to America which has made Bimini al- 
most a household word amoung vaca- 
tioning Floridians. It is a popular weekend 
haunt for fishermen, sailors, yachtsmen 
and divers as well. 

Bimini actually consists of two main ts- 
lands plus a number of smaller cays and 
rocks. South Bimini is a sparsely populat- 
ed island with an international airport for 
commercial flights. Visitors must ‘take a 
taxi from the airport to the dock and then 
cross the channel by ferry. On the other 
side is North Bimini, with its quaint ar- 
rangement of small hotels, boat docks, 
restaurants and bars along the main 
drag. 

Bimini is also the home of NEAL WAT- 
SON'S UNDERSEA ADVENTURES, a 
rapidly growing enterprise which has be- 
come the second largest dive service in 
the Bahamas. The dive shop is right at 
the dock next to Brown's Hotel with three 
dive boats berthed directly in front. 
Owned and operated by Neal Watson, 
this facility specializes in dive groups, 
with attractively priced scuba packages 
for weekend junkets, as well as full one 
week vacations. Neal is an independent 
operator who works with both Brown's 
Hotel and the Bimini Big Game Club. 

Bimini offers a wide variety of dive ex- 
periences ranging from snorkeling 
among shallow sea gardens to adventur- 
ous drift dives along the edge of the verti- 
cal drop-off. The Concrete Ship is the 
towering hulk of a 350 foot long World 
War | cement ship which grounded in the 
shallows during a hurricane. She stands 
upright in 15 feet of water and provides 
a unique opportunity for snorkeling. Tur- 
tle Rocks is a medium depth reef with

two giant brain corals and a small coral 
cave inhabited by a jewfish. The Kinks is 
a high profile reef in 65 feet of water with 
many coral canyons and crevices. 

The dive site which takes the prize is a 
breathtaking drift dive, The Continental 
Shelf. Barely 10 minutes from the boat 
dock lies the edge of a spectacular drop- 
off which borders the Gulf Stream. The 
wall begins at 90 feet and is almost a 
sheer vertical descent. Visibility exceeds 
200 feet and the Gulf Stream current 
ranges from two to five miles per hour. 
Neal locates the edge of the wall with a 
depth finder and then hangs a 140 foot 
anchor line from a drifting inflatable din- 
ghy. Divers descend the anchor line and 
hang on as they sail along the vertical 
face of the wall for an effortless yet mind 
boggling undersea experience. 

The upper edge of the drop-off is cov- 
_ered with a thick growth of gorgonians. 
Beneath the fans are slender purple tube 
sponges, magnificent black coral trees 
and giant basket sponges. The fish action 
is spectacular; 60 pound groupers eye- 
ball the divers as they drift by. Divers of-

Nineteen miles east of Bimini is a larger 


| "group of islands and sand banks. known 


as the Berry Islands. This area is still un-

Chub Cay is one small 
island at the southern tip of the Berry Is- 
lands. It is perched at the very edge of a 
deep water channel known as the 
Tongue of the Ocean. One of nature’s

_ usual marine life including sailfish, marlin, 
manta rays and other ocean roaming 
creatures.

A 
complete dive center is at the hotel clos- 
est to the boat pier. The resort is man- 
aged by Lill Campbell. There are three 
dive boats, four dive guides and a com- 
plete compressor system. Dive trips are 
conducted twice daily and night dives 
can be made upon request.

In shallow 
water, its prominent features include a 
big boiler, main drive shaft and a jumbled 
mass of broken ribs and steel plates. A 
large green moray eel has made this

The dive spots around Spanish Wells 
are exceptionally diversified and include 
several unusual attractions. [he most 
thrilling is Current Cut, which is a drift 
dive through a narrow pass between two 
islands. The tidal flow can range between 
two and five knots and divers shoot 
through the cut at depths varying from 30 
to 60 feet. The cut is filled with an incred- 
iple array of marine life including schools 


of spotted eagle rays and horse-eye 


jacks, giant barracuda, big groupers and 
friendly stingrays. Split Reef is a very 
beautiful high coral head just one-half 
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and is a combination yacht facility, cozy 
hotel and dive shop. Owned and 
operated by Jack Valentine, this estab- 
lishment caters to individuals, couples 
and small dive groups. [here is a fully 
equipped dive shop with a compressor, 
rental tanks and three dive boats. Trips to 
the reef are conducted twice daily.

Another 30 miles east of Rum Cay lies 
the small island of San Salvador. It juts | 
far out into the open Atlantic, standing 
apart from the natural line of the Baha- 
mas chain. Itis surrounded by open deep 
oceanic waters and ringed by a line of 
vertical drop-offs. The unusual geology of 
this island seems to attract a remarkable 
variety of unusual fish life. The island it- 
self has a resident population of 850 Ba- 
hamians, plus a few private vacation 
homes.

Although San Salvador Island may not 
be in every travel agent's book of tourist 
hot spots, this island is world famous in 
the dive community.

261 foot steel freighter which sank in 
1902 and now lies in 25 feet of water. 
Snapshot Reef is a shallow coral patch 
popular among underwater photogra- 
phers. It is loaded with all tyoes of marine 
life. Doolittle’s Grotto is a breathtaking 
system of massive coral heads, deep 
ravines and long coral tunnels. 

In recent months, the divemasters have 
announced the discovery of several-new 
spots which will prove particularly fasci- 
nating for divers who are returning for 
their second, third or fourth visits. Sand 
Castles is a stunning vertical wall where 
pure white sand comes right to the lip of 
the drop-off before cascading over the 
edge. Visibility is crystal clear and this 
drop-off is loaded with all types of coral 
and macro creatures. A real suprise is 
the discovery of Cockburn Town Pier 
as a lively spot for night dives. This spot 
can be dived right from the beach and 
visitors are likely to encounter many bi- 
zarre night creatures such as octopus, 
rock lobsters and stingrays. Another re- 
cent find is Cable Crossing,a tightly 
packed coral ridge and drop-off in the vi- 
cinity of the island’s communication ca- 
ble. This spot is loaded with all types of 
marine life. Also, the divemasters have 
recently discovered a vast underwater 
cave complex in the center of Gardner’s 
Reef. As yet, the location has not been 
named. 





One hundred miles south of San Salva- 
dor Island lies Crooked Island, one of the 
most remote and untouched islands in 
the Bahama chain. It is over 430 miles 
from Ft. Lauderdale and takes over three 
hours to reach by private aircraft. Crook- 
ed island has no commercial aircraft run- 
way or luxury, for it is still an outpost on 
the wilderness frontier. Ironically, there is 
a dive resort operation on this forgotten 
island and the coral reefs are superb. 

PITTSTOWN POINT LANDINGS is at 

_the very northern tip of Crooked Island. It 
is a modest out island beach hotel facility 
with 12 rooms, a small dining room and 
combination lounge and game room. This 
facility is primarily an island retreat for pri- 
vate pilots who can get there in their own 
planes. Adjacent to the hotel is a short, 
2300 foot grass and sand runway which 

| Can accommodate small single engine 
and twin engine aircraft. 

Recreational facilities at Pittstown Point 
are very limited—no tennis courts, golf 
courses or shopping malls. Most guests 
| spend their time simply relaxing on the 
beach or doing a little fishing. However, 
there is a modest scuba setup at the ho- 
tel, including an air compressor, tanks 
and an aluminum skiff for trips to the reef. 
snorkeling at this resort is superb, as the 














shallow coral reef comes right up to 
shore only a few feet from the hotel 
rooms. 

The scuba diving sites are generally a 
five to ten minute boat ride from the re- 
sort. Grandpa Grouper is a high coral 
head formation with a drop-off on the out- 
side edge. The spot was named after a 
giant six foot long jewfish that is frequent- 
ly seen at this site. Runway Nine-Three 
is a medium depth coral reef formation 
straight out from the aircraft runway. It is 
a great spot for seeing turtles and group- 
ers. The Bathtub is a wide, shallow 
depth coral garden loaded with elkhorn 
and staghorn coral in 6 to 20 feet of wa- 
ter. Thunder Alley is a vertical drop-off 
with many large canyons and crevices. 
These narrow passageways are a favor- 
ite haunt for large groupers and grazing 
stingrays. 


Cruising the Bahamas on a live-aboard 
dive boat has become an increasingly 
popular way of getting the most out of a 
vacation. The obvious advantage of such 
a facility is more dives per day and thus 
more diving time for the vacation invest- 
ment. On most life-aboard boats you can 
begin the day with a prebreakfast dive 
and continue your underwater excursions 
at your own pace throughout the day. 
While most people are satisfied with a 
couple of dives in the morning and a third 
one in the early afternoon, there are 
some gorilla divers who will try to 
squeeze in four or five dives during the 
day and still be eager for a night excur- 
sion after dinner. As far as the live- 
aboard boat crew is concerned, both 
types of customers are easy to accom- 
modate. 

Another advantage of the live-aboard 
dive boat is the fact that guests do not 
have to lug their scuba gear to and from 
their hotel room. The dive boat is their ho- 
tel room and the scuba gear is conve- 
niently stowed close to the boarding laa- 
der, thus making it even more inviting to 
make that third or fourth dive. For under- 
water photographers, the live-aboard 
vessel can be the answer to many pray- 
ers. Not only does your hotel room go to 
sea, but is also serves as a floating plat- 
form for an array of underwater housings, 
strobes and other bulky photo equip- 
ment. 

Perhaps the greatest advantage of the 
live-aboard dive boat is its unique acces- 
sibility to remote dive spots untouchable 
by land based resorts. [hese live-aboard 
vessels cruise long distances between Is- 
land groups and frequently stop at unin- 
habited islands to explore virgin reef 
areas. Live-aboard guests can actually

have the best of both worlds by first div- 
ing the popular spots around well known 
resorts and then moving on to more re- 
mote locations for new exploration. 
There are, of course, several disadvan- 
tages to a live-aboard boat. Cabin ac- 
commodations are often compact and liv- 
ing space is limited. There is little privacy 
aboard a boat filled with divers so you 
may as well plan on becoming close 
friends. Night life is rather limited but then 
most guests are happy to turn in early af- 
ter a rigorous day of diving. Most live- 
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aboard boats willspend an afternoon and 
evening in a port such as Bimini or Free- 
port just to change the pace. If you can 
handle these types of living conditions for 
four to ten days, then a cruise on a live- 
aboard dive boat can be an extremely 
satisfying dive vacation experience. 

At present, there are seven live-aboard 
dive boats operating in the Bahamas. 
These ships are licensed and approved 
by the Bahamian government and have a 
credible reputation. The IMPOSS/BLE 
DREAM is perhaps the best known. [his

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is a 75 foot custom built dive boat which 
has been in operation for five years. It 
can carry 30 divers plus a crew of eight. 
This vessel runs trips of varying durations 
ranging from a short three and one-half 
day trip to a one week excursion. De- 
pending on the length of the trip, the /M- 
POSSIBLE DREAM will select one of four 
different itineraries. The most popular 
route begins in Hollywood, Florida, 
crosses the Gulf Stream to Bimini and 
goes on to the Berry Islands, Andros and 
Nassau, where it turns around and re- 
turns via a slightly different route. 

BLACKBEARD'S CRUISES of Miami, 
Florida operates two 65 foot sloops, the 
SEA EXPLORER and the MORNINGSTAR 
which can carry up to 22 divers and a 
crew of eight. These vessels also run 
long weekend trips as well as the stand- 
ard one week tour. Their most popular 
itinerary consists of a cruise across the 
Gulf Stream from Miami to Bimini where 
they hit all of the best spots and then 
move on to the Berry Islands and Free- 
port before returning to home base. The 
combination of a dive boat and sailing 
ship is a unique and beautiful experience 
and much different from the normal pow- 
er boat. 

_ One of the newest dive boats to be op- 

erating in the Bahamas is the 65 foot 
BOTTOM TIME. This vessel was just 
completed in 1981 and features high 
speed cruising at 25 mph. The owners 
claim it is the fastest live-aboard dive 
boat in the Bahamas. The vessel can car- 
ry up to 20 divers and has an all diver 
crew. Excursions are planned into new 
areas of the Bahamas including Maya- 
guana, the Plana Cays, and Crooked Is- 
land. 

The SEA DRAGON is a 65 foot custom 
dive boat based in Nassau. It offers un- 
limited diving, four private double cabins 
plus really superb food. This vessel oper- 
ates cruises through the Exuma Cays 
where many of the reefs are still virgin. 
Because of its mobility the SEA DRAGON 
hits all the best wall dives and drift dives 
in the channels between the islands. 

Qther live-aboard dive boats operating 
in the Bahamas include the 40 foot ketch 
LEO and a 63 foot twin diesel cruiser op- 
erated by Passagemaker Charters. 





Six months ago the dive operators of 
the Bahamas joined together to establish 
a new association known as the Baha- 
mas Diving Association. The purpose of 
this group is to help develop new ideas 
and programs for the future development 
and growth of diving in the Bahamas. 
Working together with the Bahamas Min- 

















istry of Tourism, this association has 
come up with a unique and exciting con- 
cept called the DIVING PASSPORT. It is 
a way that divers traveling to the Baha- 
mas can earn credits toward a free dive 
vacation. 

The association has designed and pro- 
duced a passport which is similar in size 
to the U.S. passport, but carries the gold 
crest of the Bahamas Diving Association. 
This ts being offered to the diving public 
for a nominal fee of $3.00 and anyone 
planning to visit the Bahamas can obtain 
one. On the inside cover there will be 
space for the divers photograph, re- 
quired for the validation of this document. 
The photo should be sent, along with the 
passport application and the $3.00 fee, 
so that it can be affixed with the official 
association seal. An alternative to this 
procedure is for the traveling diver to 
have his photo affixed and sealed while 
in the Bahamas. The passports will also 
have a serial number for control pur- 
poses. 

Approximately 20 dive operators will 
be involved in this program. The visitor 
need only present his diving passport at 
the end of his dive activities to have it val- 
idated and an entry made showing the 
date, dive resort location and number of 
days diving. The resort will also note this 
same information in its log book. A day of 
diving is defined as a day in which any 
paid scuba or snorkeling activity is done 
under the auspices of an operation which 
is a participating member of the Bahamas 
Diving Association. Each day of diving re- 
corded and vertified in the passport 
earns credits toward a free diving vaca- 
tion. 

‘There are actually four different levels 
of awards in the program and visitors 
have a total of three years in which to en- 
ter their documented Bahama dives. After 
ten days of diving with two different op- 
erations, the passport bearer is entitled to 
one free day of diving. After 20 days of 
diving with three different operations, the 
passport bearer is entitled to two free 
days of diving, one free night of hotel ac- 
commodations, and a 50 percent dis- 
count on any Bahamasair round-trip tick- 
et within the Bahamas. After 40 days of 
diving with five different dive operations, 
the passport holder is entitled to 14 days 
of free diving, 14 nights of free hotel ac- 
commodations, plus unlimited travel on 
Bahamasair within that 14 day period. Af- 
ter 60 days of diving with seven different 
dive operations, the passport holder and 
his or her companion are both entitled to 
the grand award of 14 days of free diving, 
14 nights of hotel accommodations, two 
meals daily and unlimited travel on Baha- 
masair within the Bahamas for the 14 day 
period.

With housed 35 mm SLR cameras, flat 
ports are often preferred for close-up 
photography because the camera-to- 
subject distance will be slightly greater 
for any given picture area. Thus, with 50 
and 55 mm close-focusing lenses, you 
are less likely to frighten skitterish sub- 
jects or bump the housing port into rock 
or coral. But with lenses having focal 
lengths of about 28 mm or less, the light 
must pass through the port at acute an- 
gles to reach the corners of the film. This 
Causes distortions and color aberrations 
in the corners of the picture. This is why 
the apparently flat port of the Nikonos 28 
mm is actually concave on both sides. It 
is corrected for U/W use. 


DOME PORTS 

A dome port reduces the distortion and 
color aberrations in the corners of the 
picture. Underwater, it bends light rays so 
they appear to come from an image 
(called the virtual image) less than a foot 
from the front of the port. Because the 
camera lens must be focused on this vir- 
tual image, although your subject may 
really be several feet away, a supplemen- 
tary close-up lens or close-focusing lens 
is necessary and the focusing scale of 
the lens will be compressed. For exam- 
ple, when used behind an Ikelite dome 
port, merely changing the focused dis- 
tance of a Canon 50 mm close-focusing 
lens from 9 9/16 inches to 13 1/2 inches 
shifts the focused distance from one to 
eight apparent feet. 

Before buying a dome port for a hous- 
ing, check with the manufacturer if you in- 
tend to use a lens wider than 24 mm with 
a 35 mm camera. You sometimes need 
a special dome port for corner sharpness 
with 20 mm and wider lenses. 


CHOOSING A LENS 

Most published U/W pictures are 
either wide-angle shots showing one or 
more divers, or colorful close-ups of 
small creatures. Therefore, if you are us- 
ing a normal lens with your housed or 
amphibious camera, or a Nikonos 35 mm 
lens, you may wonder why your pictures 
don't look like those you see in print. The 
reason may be the lens used! Most ex- 
pert U/W photographers work almost ex- 
clusively with quality wide-angle and/or 
close-up lenses. 

lf you have a housed 35 mm SLR, a 24 
mm wide-angle lens and a close-focusing 
90 or 55 mm lens would give you a good 
Start. You can add a telephoto lens later 
if you need it. If you are using the normal 
lens that came with the camera, buy a 
supplementary close-up lens. 

If you have a Nikonos and 35 mm lens, 
extension tubes and close-up lenses will

to the sand. Divers can swim along the 
face of steep cliffs past dense, multicol- 
ored sponges and thick, lavish coral for- 
mations. The area is noted for its large 
schools of grunts, spadefish and Bermu- 
da chub. Eagle rays, Nassau groupers 
and even the occasional shark are not 
uncommon. The surge channels spill 
over the drop like mounds of refined sug- 
ar, terracing their way into the depths. 
Water clarity from the open ocean is nor- 
mally excellent and the next terrace, 50 
to 100 feet below, is almost always visi- 
ble. In a few places caves cut back under 
the hills, tempting you to bounce down 
deeper to take a look. 

Eagle Ray is a totally different area. 
Isolated mounds, densely packed with 
dozens of coral species, are neatly ar- 
ranged on a flat, 40 foot sand bottom. A 
huge southern stingray, five feet wide 
and at least eight feet long, seems to 
make the area his domain. Lying flat on 
the sand, the regal behemoth remained 
perfectly stationary, allowing us to stroke 
his wings and take close-ups of his eye. 
Around his throne room the reef is 
jammed with bright yellow sponges, deli- 
cately laced fire corals and thousands of 
tropicals. The area could keep a macro 
photographer busy for a dozen dives. 

Inshore, a long fringing barrier reef, 
barely 15 feet deep, is tightly fused with 
overhangs of elkhorn and other massive 
corals. Old structures have been over-

grown, forming numerous open ended 
caves. At Fort George, a long abandoned 
British garrison just north of Pine Cay, 
several huge ancient cannons lie at the 
island’s edge. Once standing guard over 
Pine Cay’s precious natural supply of 
fresh water, these massive weapons now 
lie forever muted in three feet of seawa- 
ter. Site of the Turks and Caicos only na- 
tional park, Fort George makes for excel- 
lent snorkeling and exploring. Still further 
north is Parrot Cay, formerly Pirate Cay, 
which is Supposedly the (very) loose 
model for Peter Benchley’s highly imagi- 
native novel, The /sland. Parrot makes a 
perfect setting for a full day’s outing. 
Escaping to Pine Cay is a unique dive 
vacation, one without shopping, TV or 
gambling. If you are an avowed or aspir- 
ing escapist this could well be your spot.

Construction 
in Mexico

e’s intense, aS one might expect a 

mind scientist to be, and he is one of 
the few people in the world who has been 
the inspiration for two motion pictures. 

Most of his scientific efforts have gone 
toward finding a way to communcate with 
dolphins, and at present he is building a 
spa in Mexico where you can communi- 
cate with the mammals. 

Dr. John Lilly talks very little, but when 
he does, one takes notice because his 
ideas are, as they say, far-out. He is the 
inventor of the isolation tank—a sort of 
coffin filled with body-temperature water 
in which people can float and seal them- 
selves from outside stimuli (this inspired 
the movie A/tered States). His work to es- 
tablish communication with dolphins in- 


spired the film, Day of the Dolphin. 

The “ultimate spa’ he is now build- 
ing—in the sunny Mexican coastal town 
of Costa Careyes near Puerto Vallarta—is 
a little of both film treatments, actually, 
when you think about it. 

Through his Human Dolphin Founda- 
tion in Malibu, Lilly and his wife, An- 
toinette, envision their spa as being a 
place where you can swim, snorkel, sit 
on the beach, regenerate soul and 
body—and communicate with dolphins 
just as they have been doing for years. 

“You get a perspective on awareness 
that you can't get from just talking to oth- 
er humans,” said Mrs. Lilly, who is chair- 
man of the Human Dolphin Foundation 
board. “You begin to understand your 
own humanness.”’ 

Mrs. Lilly said the idea behind the dol- 
phin spa (tentatively called Delphi) is not 





only to create a place where people can 
come and detoxify, but also to get dol- 
phins and humans together. The most im- 
portant thing, she said, is to get dolphins 
and children together. Children can com- 
municate, pick up new languages, she 
said, whereas adults are programmed. 

“Have you seen E.T.?’’ she asked. 
“That is exactly the kind of thing we are 
talking about.” 

The idea of the Mexican project is that 
dolphins will swim into the cove from the 
wild and mingle with human beings. The 
Lillys even envision underwater birthing 
taking place in the cove, with dolphins in- 
volved in the birthing process. The idea 
is that the best time of communication be- 
tween dolphin and man is at the moment 
of birth, or at least when a child is very 
young—before the limitations of adult- 
hood enter in. 
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Even the Fish are Friendly 
in the Caymans.

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Lilly, who has written a number of best- 
selling books about his work with dol- 
phins, believes that when man communi- 
cates successfully with these mammals 
he.learns something about his origins. 

He described his program, called 
Jenus, in which dolphin language is deci- 
pohered underwater and in air. This work 
formed the basis of the movie Day of the 
Dolphin, but Lilly said the movie was not 
indicative of how dolphins behave and in 
fact ‘‘downgraded”’ them. 


He said that dolphin communication 
was more on the level of the popular 
movie E.7., in which an extraterrestrial 
communicates to children through their 
inner feelings. 

“The talk is more of an appeal to pain 
Or happiness, more body language,”’ 
said Dr. Lilly. “‘It’s psychic.” 

Mrs. Lilly said the “‘time was right’’ for 
the human-dolphin community in Mexico, 
because people were ready to accept 
‘more spiritual concepts.’’ The people 
pledging money to the project, she said, 
are heads of large corporations. A major 
mover in the project, she said, is Maria 
Niarchos, of the Niarchos shipping family 
and a trustee of the Human Dolphin 
Foundation. Also involved is the Italian 
family Brignone, which owns the Hotel 
Careyes and is allowing the Lillys to work 
in one of the coves in Costa Careyes. 

Mrs. Lilly said the project will have a 
significant impact. Where science is often 
predetermined by the design of the ex- 
periement, in Costa Careyes the design 
of the experiment will not predetermine 
the results, because of its ‘‘freeflow’’ na- 
ture, she said. 

‘My husband is not a normal scien- 
tist,’’ she explained. 

Lilly talked about the isolation tank he 
invented. He said the tank is a way of 
‘getting inside oneself’? and that he still 
uses it to relax. Asked if he uses it regu- 
larly, Lilly said he does nothing systema- 
tically—‘‘in food, sleep, you name it.”’ 

Lilly, whose books include Lilly on Dol- 
phins—Humans of the Sea and The Deep 
Self, described another book he is work- 
ing on, called From Here to Allternity. 
“It'S a manual on how to amuse God,” 
said Lilly. ‘It will be out in 1983. The 
theme? At any given instant, you have all 
possibilities open to you—including com- 
munication with dolphins. You must keep 
those possibilities open.”’ 

Lilly recalled the ‘“‘most exciting day’’ 
of his scientific work: 

“It was the day when | realized that El- 
var (a dolphin) was a human,”’ he said. 
“It was a sudden intuitional flash, a feel- 
ing of weirdness. There was a being on 
the other side of the (Jenus) screen. He 
was reacting toward us as hard as we 
reached toward him.”’ 

Lilly said that art is one way of com- 
munication, the sort of inner talk that dol- 
phins engage in. “‘Art is always in the 
forefront of science,’ he said. ‘‘Art is the 
vision of things to Come.”’ »#t.

BONAIRE CONCH FARM 


A conch farm, sponsored jointly by the 
Bonaire government and a Netherlands 
Antilles conservation agency, has suc- 
cessfully completed early stages of a pro- 
gram designed to repopulate the many 
lagoons in Bonaire, Aruba and Curacao 
where the mollusks were bountiful until a 
few years ago. 

A mature conch, typically a spiral shell 
with a beautiful rosy-pink interior, is some 
ten inches long and eight inches in diam- 
eter. Its meat weighs about one-half 
pound and is greatly prized for soups, 
stews and other dishes. It reaches full 
growth in about three years. 

In recent years the conch (pronounced 
either ‘‘conk’’ or ‘‘conch’’) have been re- 
moved faster than they can reproduce. 
Under the farm program, which has al- 
ready produced several hundred thou- 
sand young conch, some 150,000 six 
month old specimens will be dropped in- 
to Antillean waters where their forebears 
grew. Similar quantities will be deposited 
at three month intervals thereafter. 

The Bonaire conch experiement is 
headed by Roberto K. Hansen, a 26 year 
old marine biologist who is working for 
his doctorate after extensive training in 
the U.S. and Canada. His task begins 
with the gathering of eggs by trained scu- 
ba divers. The eggs are incubated under 
carefully controlled conditions for four 
weeks, when they begin to grow shells. 
In this stage they are deposited for 
another five months in outdoor tanks. 

When the shells have hardened to the 
point that they are safe from predator fish 
which normally consume the great major- 
ity of young conch, the mollusks are set 
out in the quiet waters of their normal 
habitat. 

Visitor tours of the conch farm are con- 
ducted four afternoons weekly, prefer- 
ably by prior arrangement. >t
